. SUMMARY. ileiae dow 
Tue vital statistics of the year 1941 do not yield any outstanding: facts: 
There has been an arrestment in the downward trend in the number of births 
which has been manifest for many years, but this increase in the number of 
births registered in the year must be related to the record number of marriages 
which took place in the previous year, and it is too early to judge whether 
the downward trend has been stopped. The total number of births registered 
in 1941 was 89,743, which is 3,340 greater than those registered in the 
previous year, but the total number is considerably less than the average 
number of births each year previous fo 1933. The number of illegitimate 
births was 5,904, which is 813 greater than in the previous year. Not only is 
the number of illegitimate births greater than it was in the previous year, 
but the proportion which such births bear to the total births is greater: than 
it has been since 1934. te iG Ms 
The crude death-rate of 14:7 per thousand is slightly less than the ‘high 
rate reached in the previous year, but it is considerably higher than in‘ any 
other year since 1929. OR TY 
_» The mortality among children under one year of age shows an excess Over 
that for the preceding eight years, and the figure for maternal mortality; 
which was 4:9 per thousand births, is the highest figure reached since 1936: 
The maternal mortality-rate has shown a downward tendency during the past 
decade, and it is disquieting to observe the rise in the rate for the year 1941. ° 
Dealing with specific causes of death, the death-rate from influenza-was 
less than half of that in the previous year, and only three times in the‘last 
ten years has the number of deaths recorded for this disease been. lower. 
Whooping-cough showed! a marked excess over the previous year; while 
deaths from diphtheria were somewhat less. Deaths from measles were less 
than half of those for 1940, and with two exceptions this is the lowest number 
ever recorded in Scotland. Deaths from tuberculosis continue to show ‘the 
upward trend which has been evident since 1938. There does not appear to 
be any definite change in the mortality-rate from malignant diseases in 1941 
compared with that in 1940. Although the crude death-rate from this disease 
is increasing, it would appear that the increase is largely due to the ageing 
population, and that when allowance is made for this the death-rate has been 

fairly steady during the last ten years. 


POPULATION. 


The civilian population of Seotland in the year 1941 is estimated at 
4,819,400. This represents a mean of the quarterly estimates and not, as is

more usual, the population as at June 80. Owing to the considerable and 
somewhat irregular changes in the population in the course of the year, of 
which enlistment in the Forces is an important factor, a mean population has 
for the purpose in view certain advantages over one calculated for. any .one— 
point: No information as to the number of members of the Forces (including 
Dominion and Allied) actually stationed in Scotland is available, but for the 
purpose of calculating birth- and marriage-rates the numbers enlisting in 
Scotland have been included in the populations used. This estimate, how- 
ever, must be regarded as only an approximation, since no information is 
available as to numbers now serving in Scotland. Quite apart from 
enlistments in the Forces, there was during the year considerable redistribu: 
tion. of local populations, partly due to local labour readjustments and partly 
due to further evacuations following on enemy action, particularly in’ the 
Clydeside area. Births and deaths amongst the evacuated populations 
were, as far as possible, allotted to the place of former residence, except where 
a more or less permanent residence had been taken up in another area. 
Population estimates are based on the numbers as ascertained at the taking 
of the National Register on 29th September 1939, which included civilians 
only, modified for changes (including enlistments) known to have taken place 
since that date. As removals are known centrally only where a change of 
National Registration area is involved, i.e. for large burghs and counties — 


exclusive of large burghs, it has not been found possible to make separate | 


estimates for individual small burghs or landward areas of counties with 

sufficient accuracy to justify their publication or use. As the death-rate is 

generally accepted as an index of the health of the local community, it has | 
been. considered inadvisable to load the death-rate with deaths directly. attri- 
butable, to war conditions, and local death statistics therefore do not.include 
any deaths of persons serving in H.M. or Allied Forces nor do they include 
civilian deaths from enemy action. The exclusion, both from the deaths and | 
irom the estimated population, of members of the Forces has had the'effect | 
afi slightly raising the resulting death-rate, owing to the exclusion fromthe — 
ealeulation of selected young lives among whom deaths are normally com-— 
paratively few. (See also page xii.) oh vos aa

The number of living children whose births were registered in Séotland 
during the year 1941 was 89,748, of whom 46,151. were males ‘and’ 433592 
females, as compared with 86,403 births (both sexes) in 1940. (Still-births 
are specially dealt with in Appendix VI.) The sex ratio among live-born 
children was thus 1,059 males per thousand females. This ratio is 9. more 
than in 1940 and 8 more than the average.* In 1989, however, it-was 1,060. 
During the years 1915 to 1919 the ratio averaged 1,053, ranging from 1,064 in 
1919 to 1,045 in 1918. (Tables 1 and 2.) secvlesia — 
1 The birth-rate for the year was 17-50 per thousand, being 0:37 above that 
for 1940 but 0-06 below the average. For many years prior to 1938-the birth: 
rate showed a steady decline, but in the years 1933 to 1938 this decline was 
interrupted and the birth-rate moved between comparatively narrow limits, 
but in 1939 and 1940 each year showed a decided fall. This decline was largely 
recovered in 1941. Compared with the average the birth-rate in 1940 as 
measured by the quarterly rates had tended to decline in the course of the 
year and this downward tendency continued for the first two quarters of 1941, 
but in the third and fourth quarters the rate was higher than the average.

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increase in the birth-rate in the counties may be partly due to the evacuation 
of young married women from the large burghs, which will tend to increase 
the birth-rate in the counties, even if an allowance is made in the population 
estimate. In the case of births and deaths, but not of marriages, ‘all local 
rates quoted in this Report have been corrected for transfer to place of usual 
residence, if in Scotland, but war conditions have made it very diffieult to 
specify which is the real usual residence, and local rates should be accepted 
with some caution. (Table 4.) | 3 | 

_ As already indicated, population estimates for small burghs and for land- 
ward areas of counties are not available, and the only local birth-rates 
published are for entire counties (inclusive of large burghs), large burghs and 
county areas, exclusive of large burghs, and these will be found in Table 4: 
In large burghs the birth-rate ranged from 24-6 in Port-Glasgow, 22-0 in 
Coatbridge and 21-7 in Hamilton to 15-1 in Kirkealdy, 15-0 in Edinburgh and 
14-1 in Rutherglen. In the county areas this rate ranged from 21-0 in Caith- 
ness, 20-2 in Wigtown and 20-0 in Nairn to 13-4 in Peebles, 12-6 in Roxburgh 
and 12-1 in Selkirk. (Table 4.) 
_ The monthly birth-rate ranged from 18-8 in May, 18-3 in June and 18-0 in 


October to 17:2 in August, 16-1 in December and 15:5 in November. Except : 
in February, in April and in May the birth-rate was higher in each month — 


than in the corresponding month of the previous year, the excess being 
increase was 1-2 per thousand.

_ In Table 7 will be found for each of the 57 Public Health Areas the birth- 
rate per thousand females aged 15-44 and the legitimate birth-rate per 
thousand married females aged under 45. Table B (1) shows these rates for 
Scotland for each triennial period from 1861 to 1981. From the latter table 
it will be seen that there is little difference in the fall by either standard com-

. The rate of decline since 1931 as shown in the first two columns is gener- 
ally, similar but is almost doubled in the third column, and the proportionate 
increase from 1940 to 1941 is not so great in that column as in the first two. 
Although generally speaking the third column is the best of the three as an 


index of fertility, it is imperfect unless allowance is made for the fact that, 


an increase in-the number of marriages will generally tend to increase in the 
numbers of married women at the younger and therefore most fertile ages, 
When such an allowance, based on the fertilities observed in 1989, is made, 
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it is found that, compared with 1939, the birth-rate per thousand married 
women declined by about 5 per cent. in 1940 and by about 6 per cent. in 1941: 

In Table 7 will be found the local variations in the legitimate birth-rate 
according to column (3), which for local comparisons is more satisfactory 
because of local variations in the numbers of young married women. While 
the total for Scotland is based on the numbers as recorded at the taking of 
the National Register in 1939, with an allowance for the various factors 
(marriages, deaths, migration, &c.) which have taken place since that date, 
the local distribution of married women in 1939 was considerably affected by 


evacuation, and no exact information is available as to numbers of married 


women who have returned to their homes since the date of National Regis- 
tration. The 19831 local distribution has therefore been retained, with an 
allowance for local changes in total population, and the local numbers have 
been adjusted to agree with the new estimate for Scotland of the number of 
married women of the specified ages. In the large burghs the legitimate birth: 
rate per 1,000 married women aged under 45 ranged from 192-7 in Port- 
Glasgow, 170-9 in Coatbridge, 160-1 in Hamilton and 152-2 in Airdrie to 117-7 


in Falkirk, 115-6 in Dunfermline, 115-5 in Rutherglen and 114-4 in Kirkealdy. 


In the counties it ranged from 204-9 in Sutherland, 195-4 in Caithness, 198-8 
in Nairn, 185-5 in Ross and Cromarty and 178-7 in Inverness to 119-1 in 
Peebles, 114-7 in Berwick, 109-7 in Roxburgh and 100-1 in Selkirk. It will 
be observed that the five counties with the highest rates are all in the North 
of Scotland and that the four with the lowest rates are all in the South-east 
of Scotland. In the large burghs as a whole this fertility rate was 133-4 while 
in the counties it was 144-0. In 1940 these rates were 133-8 and 140-3 
respectively. (Table 7.) 

The total number of women giving birth to living children during the year 
was 88,659, of whom 87,592 or 98-80 per cent. gave birth to single children, 


1,050 or 1-18 per cent. to twin children and 17 or 0-02 per cent. to triplet 
children. These births refer to living children only, and cases of single birth 


include those of twin births in which only one of the children was born alive. 


In Appendix VI will be found an analysis of still-births registered in Scotland 


in 1941 in accordance with the provisions of the Still- Births (Scotland) Act, 
1938, and this analysis includes further particulars regarding multiple births, 


whether living or still. The percentage of mothers who gave birth to two or 
more living children is 0-03 below that for 1940 and 0-09 below that for 1939, 


which was, however, the highest such rate which had been recorded in Scot- 
land for several years. But this rate for 1941 is equal to the lowest recorded

During the past 20 years the 
tendency has been for this rate to decline, although the rate for 1941 is still 
higher than in almost every year from 1876 to 1900, there having been only — 
two years in that period in which it was even as high.

'» [egitimate Births.— These numbered 5,904 (living children only) and 
constituted 6-58 per cent. of the total living births as against 5,091 and 5-89 in 
1940, the latter being the lowest number and rate ever recorded for Scotland. 
Almost the whole of this increase occurred during the second half of the 
year, the increase being rather more marked in the third quarter than in 
the fourth. Compared with the average the rate is 0-46 higher. In the large 
burghs it was 6-24 and in the counties 6-97. velating these births to the 
estimated number of unmarried women and widows aged 15-44 the rate for 
Scotland was 9-6 per thousand, for the large burghs 8-8 and for the counties

‘Marriages registered in Scotland during the year numbered 47,716, which 
is 5,806 less than that for the previous year, which, however, was the largest 
number ever recorded in Scotland. The marriage-rate was 9-30 per thousand, 
being 1-30 less than in 1940 but 1-65 above the pre-war average (1984-38). 
From 1931 to 1938 there was a practically uninterrupted increase each year 
in the Scottish marriage-rate, but this increase was intensified on the out- 
break of war in September 1939. From that date until the end of 1940 the 
quarterly marriage-rate only once fell below 10 per thousand but rates were _ 
lower in 1941, the highest quarterly marriage-rate being 10-1 in the third — 
quarter, as compared with 12-3 in the third quarter of 1940 and 12-4 in the 
third quarter of 1939. The monthly marriage-rate in 1941 ranged from 12-4 
in June, 11:8 in July, 11-3 in December and 11-2 in April to 7-7 in March, | 
7-5 in February, 7-3 in November and 5-6 in May. Only in February and in | 
May did the rate in 1941 exceed the corresponding rate for 1940. The J uly 
marriage-rate was 11-8 as against 16-0 in 1940 and 13-6 in 1939. (Tables 1, 2

The marriage-rate in the large burghs was 10-98 per thousand and in the : 
counties 7:39. As already indicated these numbers are not corrected in any 
way by transfer to place of usual residence. The higher rate in the large 
burghs is to some extent due to the tendency to resort to these areas for the 
purpose of celebrating the marriage. This tendency was specially noticeable | 
in former years in the case of irregular marriages by declaration. (Table 4.) 





Civil Marriages.— The Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, which came into 
operation on Ist July 1940, abolished irregular marriages by declaration, 
including what was popularly known as the ‘‘ Gretna Green marriage ’’ and 
‘‘ marriage before the Sheriff.’’ It instituted a new form of civil marriage,

Registrars after publication of notice. The total number of marriages in 
Scotland during the year 1941 was 47,716. Of these, 42,290 were solemnised 

by a minister of religion, 42,000 being preceded by proclamation of banns oF 

publication of notice and 290 being authorised by licence granted by the 
Sheriff in circumstances of emergency under a special provision of the new 
Act. Of the remainder, 5,419 were civil marriages, of which 4,493 were pre- 
ceded by publication of notice and 926 by Sheriff’s licence. In addition’ to 
these marriages 6 were registered on production of a decree of declarator of 
the Court of Session and one on, the authority of a Sheriff’s warrant (delayed 
registration). Civil marriages constituted 11-4 per cent. of all marriages 
registered in Scotland, this percentage being 15-1 for the large burghs and 5-0 
for the counties.

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,, Divorce.— By decrees pronounced in Scotland during the year 768 marri- 
eges were terminated, 758 by divorce and 5 by decrees of nullity. Of the 
‘ormer, 68 were of marriages registered outwith Scotland and of the latter 1 
was so registered. During the ten years 1925-1934 divorces (including decrees 
of nullity) in Scotland averaged 488 per annum, but they gradually increased 
to 788 in 1938 and to 879 in 1939, being the first full year in which the Divorce 
(Scotland) Act, 1938, was in operation. They declined to 740 in 1940 and 
have_now increased slightly to 763 in 1941. As willbe seen from Table E, 


the average annual number of divorces in Scotland in 1855-1864 was only 17, 


but since then the numbers have shown a steady increase, this being specially 

matked during and following the war of 1914-1918 and again in the past six 

years or thereby. 
| ; DEATHS. 

Total deaths registered during the year 1941 numbered 72,558. The 
civilian death-rate was 14-74 per thousand of the estimated civilian popula- 
tion.* As. this crude rate is based on a population from which there has been 
withdrawn a considerable number of men of ages in which mortality is 
normally low, the resulting death-rates are not strictly comparable with those 
for former years. The rate for 1940 was also on a civilian basis, but. strict 
comparability is impaired by the fact that the withdrawal of population in 
1941,was greater than in 1940. Compared with the rate for 1940, mortality 
is 0-12 lower, but it is 1-21 above the average. Among males the death-rate 
was 16-75 per thousand and among females 13-11. The former is 0-16 higher 
than in 1940 and is 2:30 above the average. The latter is 0-29 less than in 
1940 ‘but is 0:41 above the average. An excess over thé average (both sexes) 
was found in every quarter except the fourth, being specially marked in the 


first and second‘quarters. For the second year in succession the weather 


in the:early months of the year was. exceptionally severe. The death-rate is 
the highest regorded in any year since 1922 with the single exception of 1940. 
(Tables 1 and 2.) 

‘The effect of the withdrawal of men (and to a much smaller extent of 
women) of military age from the population is partly eliminated when the 
death-rate is standardised according to the composite population (totalling 
nearly 220 millions) as selected by the International Statistical Institute 
from various countries of Europe according to the Census nearest to 1900. 
Death-rates so standardised for Scotland are appended, but it must be pointed 
out that those for the years: 1932 to 1939 are based on age estimates and 


therefore do not have the authority of rates based on ascertained Census | 


populations, and that, while the rates for 1940 and 1941 correct for absence 
of men of military age, it is assumed that such persons were subject to 
ordinary rates of. mortality, whereas they were selected lives and therefore, 


apart from war conditions, probably had rates of mortality lower than those 


in the same age-groups of the remaining civilian population. It follows, —

From these rates it will be seen that while the crude death-rate increased 
by 11 per cent. between 1931 and 1941 the standardised rate for 1941 was 
actually less than in 1931, despite the heavy increase in the number of deaths 
during 1941 due to civilian war casualties, black-out accidents and the severity. 
of the weather in the early months of the year. If the death-rates are 
| Standardised for each sex separately to the 1900 standard population (both 
Sexes) it is found that, for males, the standardised death-rate was 14-32 in 


ae 


_ 1940 and 14-02 in 1941 as against 13-74 in 1931, whereas the standardised 
| female death-rate was 10-78 in 1940 and 10-71 in 1941 as against 11.28 in 1931. 
_ Thus despite the heavy handicaps already mentioned, the standardised female 
 death-rate for 1941 is distinctly lower than in 1931. From 1931 to 1938 the 
| standardised male death-rate never exceeded the female by more than 26 
per cent., but this excess was 30 per cent. in 1939, 33 per cent. in 1940 and 
81 per cent. in 1941. This increase is probably due partly to heavier civilian 
| male mortality from violent causes and partly to the influence of the selective 
factor already mentioned. 


Locan Draru-rates (STANDARDISED). 


For local death-rates the standardising factor used is not the International 
| standard but the age distribution of Scotland as a whole in 1931. The effect of 
| this standardisation therefore is simply to adjust the death-rate to allow for 
differences between the local age and sex distribution in 1981-and that for 
Scotland in the same year. As the populations evacuated at the outbreak of 
war had to a very large extent returned to their usual residence in the months 
following, the age distribution as ascertained from the National Register was 
considered unsuitable as a standardising factor, and the 1931 :standardising 
factor has been retained. But the situation was again altered by the evacua- 
“tion from certain Clydeside towns in the course of 1941. For these towns, 
therefore, no standardised death-rate is published in this Report, as any such 
rate would probably be misleading. In the large burghs the crude death-rate 
in 1941 was 15-07 per thousand and in the counties it was 13-538, but the 
influence of urbanisation is more evident from the standardised rate, which is 
16-08 in the large burghs and 12-58 in the counties. This shows’‘an excess 
‘mortality of 28 per cent. in the large burghs, as against an excess of 31 per 
cent. in the previous year and about 20 per cent. in the years immediately 
preceding the outbreak of war. This does not necessarily indicate any 


- 
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worsening of health conditions in the large towns as compared with, the 
counties but may be due to at least two factors, neither of which is capable 
of accurate assessment—(1) that a pre-war usual residence in a large burgh 
is still being specified at registration of death although removal has: been 
allowed for in the population estimate, and (2) that owing to evacuation the 
age and sex distribution may in certain cases differ considerably from that 
found in 1931. It is therefore necessary to repeat the warning already given 
(see page viil) as to the caution to be observed in ape age local rates. 
(Table 4.) 

In the large burghs individually Hie Sublished standardined death-rate 
ranged from 16-4 in Paisley, 15-8 in Hamilton and 15-6 in Coatbridge and in 
Rutherglen to 12-8 in Perth, in Dunfermline and:in Inverness and 12-4 in 
Kirkealdy. In the counties it ranged from 14:3 in Lanark, 13-6 in Berwick 
and 18-4 in Caithness and in West Lothian to 10-6 in Kinross, 10-5 in Orkney 
and 10-1 in Peebles. As already indicated:no population estimates or rates 
are available for small burghs or for county landward areas. (Table 4.) 

The monthly death-rates show marked variations when compared with 
those for the previous year. In 1940, doubtless largely on account of the 
very severe weather conditions, the death-rate was very high in January and 
in February, but fell by about one-third in the month of March and thereafter 
showed in general only a moderate excess over the corresponding rates for 
1939. In the first two months of 1941 the weather was again of a very severe 
character and the death-rates were again high (19-7 in January and 18-6 in 
February) but considerably below the corresponding rates in 1940 (25-5 and 
23-4). But in the following months the death-rate remained persistently 
high. Thus in March the death-rate (19-6) was higher than in February and 
practically the same as in January, while it declined only slowly in succeeding 
months: In practically every month from April to September the rate was 
higher than in the corresponding month of any of the preceding five years,: 
the only exceptions being that the rate in July was slightly lower than in 
1940 and the rate in August was the same as in that year. For the last three 
months of the year the rate was below the average. It may be added that this 
excess during the summer months is only partly accounted for by the civilian 
deaths from war operations. (Table 34.) 

The following table gives the crude death-rates for a limited number of 
countries, so far as available, but it should be pointed out that in some cases

Age and Sex.—The death-rates in Scotland by separate, sex and age 
‘groups show generally the differences usually found, viz., a rapid decline 
from the high rates in infancy to a minimum in age-group 10-14, with a 
gradual. increase thereafter. In. every age-group except 1-4. the male 
death-rate is higher than the female. Table G (1) shows the civilian. popula- 
tion estimates on which these rates have been calculated. They are :based 
on the numbers as ascertained at the taking of the National Register,. with 
allowances for enlistments, births, deaths, migration, &c. since that date. 
In Table G (2) there are shown the civilian death-rates by age and sex :for 
1940 and 1941, with rates (total population and total deaths) for preceding 
years and groups of years back to 1911-1915. From this table it will be seen 
thatthe death-rates in the various age-periods followed in general the’ lines 
found in the rates for the previous year. In practically every case the death- 
_ Yate at ages under 65 was higher than in 1939, and markedly so in the case of 
_ males between 15 and 35 (possibly partly due to the influence of the selective 
factor already mentioned), but it was also quite strongly marked at younger 
_ ages in each sex. Comparing 1941 with 1940 there is also still an increase at 
| ages 15-35 but at other ages there is no very significant change. 
The changes since 1939 are not modified in any special’ way 
| even ‘if an allowance is made for the increase in the death-rate 
| from violent causes. Compared with 1939 the male civilian’ death-rate 
| from violent causes has increased by about 60 per cent. while the female rate 
doubled, but this is almost entirely accounted for by the increase in the 
number of civilian war casualties, which were fairly proportionately distri- 
. buted among the various age-groups. In the older age-groups the number 
of deaths (from all causes) was rather lower, both among males and among

| females, than in the previous year, when numbers were high in the -first — 
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Infantile Mortality.— Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
7,426, and as live births numbered 89,748 the infantile mortality-rate for 
the year was 82-7 per thousand live births, that for males being 93-3 and for 
females 71-6. Compared with the previous year the rate for both sexes 
combined is 4:4 more, that for males being 3-0 more and ‘that for females 
5-9 more. The rate for both sexes combined is 6-9 above the average. It 
is thé highest rate recorded for Scotland since 1982. For the first quarter of 
the year, when, .as in the previous year, the weather was of a severe character, 
the rate (109) was the highest for any first quarter since 1982 except that 
for the first quarter of 1940 (112), for the second quarter the rate (84) was the 
highest second quarter rate since 1924, for the third quarter it was above 
the average of recent years, but that for the fourth quarter was rather below 
the, average. As is usually the case, this rate was greatest in the large 
burghs, 94 per thousand, as against 69 both in the small burghs and in the 
landward areas. In 1940 the corresponding rates were 86, 66 and 70 re- 
spectively. The rise in the rate has therefore occurred principally. in the 
large burghs. In individual large burghs the rate ranged from 120 in Dum- 
barton and in Port-Glasgow and 116 in Paisley to 65 in Perth, 55 in Kirkcaldy 
and 48 in Falkirk. In the counties this rate ranged from 89 in Kincardine, 
86 in Nairn and 84 in Lanark to 35 in Bute, 33 in “Peebles and 81 in Zetland, 
(Tables 1, 2 and 4.) 

In Table 34 will be found the infantile mortality rates by colenveaa 
months.’ These took a somewhat unusual course in the year under review, 
as may be gathered from the preceding paragraph. For the first two 
months of the year, when the weather was severe, the rates were decidedly 
below those for the corresponding months of the previous year although 
differing but little from those for 1989. But for each of the seven following 
months the rates were higher than in 1940 and, for the most part, higher still 
than. in 1989. In March 1941 this rate was 137, in April 102, in May 79 and 
in June 72. Monthly infantile mortality-rates have been published in these 
Reports only since 1931, but no previous rates higher than those for 1941 
have been observed for any month from March to June with the exception 
of that for May 1982, which was 86, as compared with 79 in May 1941, The 
lowest monthly rates were 64 in October, 63 in August ope in September 
and 62 in July: (Table 34.)

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Among legitimate children the infantile mortality-rate was 80 per thous- 
and, this rate being 90 in the large burghs and 67 in the counties. Compared 
with the previous year the rate for Scotland is 4 more, that for the large 

_burghs being 7 more and that for the counties 1 more. The rate among 
illegitimate children was 129 for Scotland, as compared with 120 in 1940 and 
96 in 1939. In 1941 it was 149 for the large burghs and 107 for the counties. 
There has, therefore, been a considerable increase in the illegitimate infantile 
_ mortality since the latest pre-war year, and the date of increase was almost 
identical in large burghs and in counties. In Table 33 will be found the 
_ rates for every large burgh and for every county, but as some of these rates are 
founded on comparatively small numbers they should be accepted with 
caution. Exclusive of all areas in which the number of illegitimate births 
registered was less than 50, the highest rates in the large burghs were 230 in 
Paisley, 177 in Glasgow, 161 in Perth, 148 in Dundee and 147 in Greenock. 
In the counties the highest rates were 177 in Dunbarton, 146 in Ayr and 140 
in Renfrew. In these selected areas, burgh or county, the only rates below 
90 were 87 in Argyll, 62 in Banff, 61 in Stirling, 48 in Kirkcudbright and in 
Caithness and 37 in East Lothian. Further details regarding infant deaths, 
_ by calendar month of occurrence and by cause of death, will be found in 
Tables 31 and 82. (Table 33.)

_ For the entire period 1931 to 1940 these deaths under one month repre- 
Sent a mortality of 36-9 per thousand live births, and this rate is practically 
identical for the periods 1931 to 1935 and 1936 to 1940. In the ten years it 
has moved between the very narrow limits of 38-5 in 1935 and 35-0 in 1988. 
+hese deaths, therefore, represent what appears to have been for those years 
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a very constant factor in infantile mortality rates. It is a significant fact 
that the death-rate for the first month of life is normally almost as great — 
as for the following eleven months, and that in Scotland it is approximately | 
equal to the rates which have been recorded in recent years for all deaths _ 
under one year in several countries such as the Netherlands, Australia and — 
New Zealand. This neo-natal rate in Scotland for 1941 was 89-9, which is | 
3-0 above the average and higher than in any year since 1931. 

Since 1986 infantile deaths have been, for certain purposes, separately 
classified according to legitimacy and this separate classification is shown 
in the table. The general excess of approximately 50 per cent. of the ille- 
gitimate rate over the legitimate is fairly maintained both in the neo-natal 
eroup and among the infants aged one month and over, but the excess is_ 
slightly more marked in 1941 than in 1936-1940. The causes of death in- 
the neo-natal group will be found in Table 31. |

Centenarians.— Sixteen deaths of reputed centenarians were registered — 
during 1941, five being males and eleven females. These numbers are 
exactly the same as in 1940. The age was verified as being at least 100 
years in the case of four males and of six females, as against three and seven 
in 1940. In four cases no proof of the age could be found and in two cases 
such evidence as was available was rather against the claim. The three 
males whose ages were verified were aged 100, 100 and 101 respectively, © 
while of the six females whose ages were found to be at least 100, four were 
aged 100, one was aged 101 and one was aged 102. Since 1910, when 
this series of special investigations was commenced, 436 deaths have been | 
registered as those of centenarians, 76 being of males and 360 of females. 
The age has been verified as being at least 100 years in 233 cases (31 males 
and 202 females), in 79 the evidence was rather against the claim, while in 
124 cases no satisfactory evidence of age could be found. In the last 20 years | 
or thereby the age has been verified in about 60 per cent. of the cases reported, - 
the greatest age so verified being one of 109 years and 14 days in 1936. The} 
greatest number registered in any one year was 19 in 1918. - 
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CAUSES OF DEATH. -| 


The International List of Causes of Death, which has been used, in aj 
slightly modified form, in this series of Reports since 1911, was revised at) 
the International Conference held at Paris in October 1938 and the List as} 
revised at that date is used for all purposes for the first time in this Report. } 
Tn certain countries the new list came into operation in 1940 and a special if 
Appendix (VII) to the Report for that year dealt with the principal alterations 4 
involved in the change-over. This Appendix included a special tabulation, |, 
both by long list and by short list, of the deaths in Scotland according to thet 
1938 revision, with the corresponding figures according to the 1929 revision. 
Another important change now included with the new classification was thatif 
in the case of joint causes of death the cause selected for classification in | 
Scotland is now generally that specified by the certifier as the primary i 
cause, rather than the cause as determined by a system of selective rules# 
such as has, with considerable local variations, been followed in most coun-'} 
tries for many years. The effect of these changes was described at some 
length in the Report for 1940 and need not be repeated here. It was found | 
that with some diseases, such as diabetes and chronic nephritis, to which a | 
high preference was formerly given, this had the result of reducing the num-|) 
ber of deaths attributed to them, in the case of diabetes by 20 per cent. and of 
chronic nephritis by 13 per cent. On the other hand there was an increasely 


amounting to 6 per cent. in the number attributed to cerebral haemorrhage 
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and allied conditions where a preference had previously been given to any 
Specified accompanying disease (heart, kidney, &e.) which might be con- 
‘sidered to be the original cause of the cerebral condition. Certain other 
@auses to which a low preference had previously, been given, generally 
diseases with a low case mortality or of a nature not very clearly defined, 
‘showed an increase under the system of certifier’s preference. Deaths from 
diseases of the coronary arteries, including angina pectoris, which have been 
increasing so steadily in recent years, showed an increase of 6 per cent. by 
the new system compared with the old. Other differences were of a minor 
character or referred to diseases of less frequent occurrence. 
_ The principal changes in classification of causes were a re-grouping of the 
epidemic diseases according to the nature of the infecting organism, the 
inclusion of locomotor ataxia, of general paralysis of the insane and of aneur- 
-ysm of the aorta with diseases due to spirochetes, including syphilis, and a 
more detailed classification of deaths of pregnancy, childbirth and the puer- 
peral state. Greater detail will be found in the Report for 1940. 
In Appendix VII there will be found the two lists, 1929 revision and 1938 
revision, side by side. 
- Of the 72,558 deaths registered in 1941, 72,340 or 99-7 per cent. were 
certified as to cause by a registered medical practitioner, by an officer of the 
Forces or other similarly authorised person, or by Procurator-Fiscal’s report, 
and 218 or 0-3 per cent. were uncertified. The number of deaths uncertified 
declined almost continuously year after year until 1939, when they numbered 
172, but in 1940 they increased to 223 and in 1941 they numbered 218. In 
previous years it has been observed that the greater part of these uncertified 
causes occurred in the counties of Ross and Cromarty and Inverness, and 
this is still the case, but numbers elsewhere have increased. In 1939 un- 
certified deaths in these two counties numbered 132 against 40 in the rest of 
Scotland. In 1940 these numbers were 140 and 83 respectively and in 1941 
they were 141 and 77 respectively. There has therefore been little change 
in this respect during the year. There were 72 cases of uncertified deaths 
in Inverness County, 69 in Ross and Cromarty, 18 in Argyll, 14 in Zetland 
and 11 in Sutherland. There were 13 cases in the large burghs (9 in Glasgow) 
as against 7 in 1940. (Pages 2-3.) 
_ The cause of death was specified in 71,368 cases or 98-4 per cent. of the 
otal deaths, while in 1,190 or 1-6 per cent. it was either ill-defined or was 
not specified. Of the latter, 1,159 were certified as due to sudden death, 
syncope, heart failure or other ill-defined cause, while in 31 cases no cause 
was specified. In 1939 and in 1940 the percentage ill-defined or of unspecified 
zause was 1:3.

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Principal Epidemic Diseases. — Since 1931 this group has included all 
diseases in Nos. 1 to 18 of the International Revision of 1929, being rather 
more comprehensive than the list previously in use, but the considerable 
rearrangement of headings of the infectious and parasitic diseases has made 
this combination of causes difficult to collect and a reversion has been made — 
which is more nearly akin to the list in use before 1981. The new list consists 
of typhoid fever, paratyphoid fever, cerebro-spinal fever, scarlet fever, — 
whooping-cough, diphtheria, influenza and measles. This means the omission — 
of dysentery, erysipelas, acute poliomyelitis and lethargic encephalitis, which — 
appeared in the list now superseded. The new list continues to include 
influenza (first included in 1931) but does not include diarrhoea under two — 
years, which was excluded in 1981. It also no longer includes diseases such — 
as smallpox and typhus fever, which in recent years have been of very 
infrequent occurrence as widespread epidemics. Deaths in the group as now 
constituted numbered 2,426, the equivalent annual civilian death-rate being 
50 per 100,000 as against 72 in 1940 and an average of 56 for the five pre- 
ceding years. The rise and fall of this rate is generally dependent on the 
rate from influenza, which in the preceding ten years ranged as widely as | 
from 54 per 100,000 in 1937 to 8 in 1988. In 1941 deaths from influenza — 
numbered 705 (1,086 fewer than in 1940).* Only twice in the last ten years” 
has the number been lower. The highest number since 1929 was 2,693 in 
1937. In only 183 cases was influenza the sole cause named in the certificate. _ 
In 249 cases the accompanying cause was pneumonia, while in 154 cases — 
some other respiratory complication was present, generally bronchitis. In — 
February deaths from influenza, with or without complications, numbered — 
210, in March 153 and in January 115. They declined to a minimum of 6 in 
September, but increased thereafter towards the end of the year. The civilian 
death-rate from influenza in 1941 was 15 per 100,000.t Deaths from 
whooping-cough numbered 720 (528 more), this being the largest number — 
recorded since 1933 when it was 762. The death-rate was 15 as against an | 
average of 8. These deaths occurred mainly in January to May, when they 
averaged over 100 per month. From diphtheria 517 deaths were registered | 
(159 fewer), the rate being 11 (8 fewer). This number, although less than in | 
1940, is greater than in any other year since 19384. Deaths from cerebro- | 
spinal fever numbered 382 as against 482 in 1940, the latter being the highest | 
number recorded in Seotland since 1907. In 1941 the numbers, after a : 
marked excess in the first five months of the year, especially in February, 
March and April, remained at a fairly constant level during the remainder | 
of the year, but in the previous year the numbers, after an excess in February | 
to April, declined steadily thereafter with only a slight rise in the last quarter. 
Deaths from measles numbered 108, being 159 fewer than in 1940 and 208 | 
below the average. With two exceptions (15 in 1939 and 36 in 1988) this is 
the lowest number ever recorded in Scotland. About two-thirds of the deaths | 
occurred in the first quarter. Deaths from scarlet fever numbered 26, being | 
9 fewer than the record low number registered in 1940. There has been no 
break in the continuous decline in the number of deaths from this cause sin e ' 
1934, when it was 845. Deaths from typhoid fever numbered 7 and from 
paratyphoid fevers 16, as compared with 14 and 13 in 1940. (Tables 21-26, 
page 46.) . 

Tuberculosis.— Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 4,178, 
being 196 more than in 1940 and 517 above the average. The equivalent

+ Except where otherwise specified, all death-rates in the section dealing with causes of 
death are civilian death-rates per 100,000 of the civilian population, 
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annual civilian death-rate is 85 per 100,000, being 4 above that for the 
_ previous year and 11 above the five years’ average. This is the highest rate 
_ recorded in Scotland since 1931, when it was 87. In the intervening years 
_ the rate declined to a minimum of 69 in 1938 but there has been an increase 
in every year since that date. When the monthly registrations are compared 
with those for the previous year it is found that deaths in January and in 
February are fewer than in 1940 but that thereafter there is an increase 
in every month until September, the increases ranging from 91 in March and 
73 in June to 17 in September. October and November together showed a 
decrease of 88 but there was an increase of 33 in December. The male 
 death-rate was 96 (1 above) and the female 75 (5 above). Death-rates by 
Sex in each age-group from respiratory and from other forms of tuberculosis 
will be found in Table 21. .The male death-rate from respiratory tuberculosis 
| (78) is 1 less than in 1940 while the female (55) is 3 more. For 1940 it was 
found that the increase in rates compared with 1939 was marked between 15 
and 55 and especially between 15 and 35, and these increases have generally 
been maintained in 1941. The female death-rate (all ages) has increased 
from 47 in 1939 and 52 in 1940 to 55 in 1941. In the age-group 15-24 this 
rate has increased from 102 in 1939 and 111 in 1940 to 134 in 1041. In the 
age-group 25-34 the rate (96) is practically the same as in 1940 (97) but is 
rather higher than in 1939 (83). Although the numbers concerned are much 
smaller, there are signs of increase in deaths (both sexes) under five years. 
In the Report for 1940 the possible influence of the selective factor in in- 
creasing death-rates at ages affected by enlistment in the Forces was pointed 
out, and the same considerations apply to the rates for 1941. From tuber- 
culosis of other organs the male death-rate was 23 (21 in 1940 and 17 in 1939) 
and the female rate was 20 (18 in 1940 and 15 in 1939). As in the case of 
respiratory tuberculosis the greater part of the increase has occurred in the 
years of childhood and of early adult age. 

Mortality from all forms of tuberculosis was 110 in the large burghs and 
57 in the counties, exclusive of large burghs. These rates show a slight 
advance on those for 1940 (107 and 53 respectively). In the individual large 
burghs this rate ranged from 148 in Greenock, 145 in Glasgow, 139 in 
Hamilton and 137 in Clydebank to 48 in Dunfermline, 41 in Perth and 39 in 
Kirkealdy. In the counties this rate ranged from 126 in Zetland, 121 in 
Sutherland and 110 in Caithness to 33 in Kincardine and in Kirkcudbright, 
82 in Berwick and 26 in Kinross. (Tables 4, 21-26.) 3 





































Other Infective and Parasitic Diseases.— Deaths from syphilitic and 
parasyphilitic diseases, now grouped together, numbered 262 and included 
28 from locomotor ataxia (17 fewer than in 1940), 74 from general paralysis 
of the insane (34 fewer), 76 from aneurysm of the aorta (10 fewer) and 84 
from syphilis, congenital or undefined (26 more). Deaths from the entire 
group are 35 fewer than in 1940. (Page 6.) Details of these deaths since 
1855 are shown in Table J (1), the figures previously shown in Tables 25 and 
26 being no longer appropriate. 

Other deaths in this group included 20 from erysipelas. This number has 
been declining rapidly for several years, having been 204 in 1934, 109 in 1937 
and 38 in 1940. Deaths from septicemia numbered 104. They are 19 more 
than in 1940 but are rather below the average. Deaths from dysentery 
umbered 48, being 8 more than in 1940 and 12 above the average. Those 
om acute poliomyelitis and polioencephalitis numbered 24, being 12 more 
man in 1940. In 1936 also deaths numbered 24, but from 1937 to 1940 the 
erage was 12. Deaths from lethargic encephalitis numbered 104, of which 
y 10 were specified as acute. Corresponding numbers for 1940 were 91 
d7. The combined number is 13 above the average. (Pages 4-7.) 
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Malignant Disease.— Deaths from this group of diseases numbered 8,486 
and are equal to a civilian death-rate of 174 per 100,000. This rate is 5 above 


that for 1940 (revised) and 15 above the mean of the rates for the five years — ; 


1935-1939. But this increase is certainly partly explained by (1) the gradual 
ageing of the population and (2) the withdrawal from the civilian population 
to the Forces of men and women at an age at which mortality from cancer 
is low. This means that the civilian population left is of an age with an 
increased proportion at the ages in which the mortality from cancer is high, 
and this is reflected in the crude death-rate. When the death-rate is 
standardised according to the age constitution of the population of Scotland 


in 1981 it is found to be the same as in 1940 (149). As an example of the 


effect of this withdrawal on males and on females respectively it may be 


pointed out that while the crude death-rate among males increased from 


156 in 1939 to 184 in 1941 the female rate increased only from 165 to 166. 
The crude and standardised rates since 1931 are as follows :—

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nid females) and are 207 more than in the previous year, this being the largest 








increase for some years past. The respiratory system accounted for 713 
deaths (511 males and 202 females), being 42 more than in the previous year. 
These were shown as an independent group for the first time in 1931, and in 
every year since then, with one exception, they have shown an increase, 
the number having doubled in the ten years. Some part at least of this 
increase is probably due to change in diagnosis. The lung, bronchus or pleura 
was specified in the case of 412 males and of 159 females as against 117 and 
72 in 1931. The larynx was specified in the case of 62 males and 22 females 
and the mediastinum in the case of 37 males and 21 females. Deaths from 


~ eancer of the buccal cavity numbered 453 (357 of males and 96 of females). 


In 1940 they numbered 412. Although the number for 1941 is the highest 
for at least 20 years, in recent years these deaths have shown no very distinct 


trend. From 1932 to 1935 they ranged only from 392 to 414 per annum. 


Cancer of the breast accounted for 731 deaths, of which 3 were of males. 
For the preceding ten years these deaths show an increase generally com- 


_ parable with those from all forms of cancer, although 776 were registered in 
1938. Deaths from cancer of the uterus numbered 522 as against 513 in 1940. 
_ These deaths have shown a steady increase. Cancer of other female genital 


organs accounted for 205 deaths, being practically the same as in 1939 and 


1940. Deaths from cancer of male genital organs numbered 256 as against 


275 in the previous year. Those from cancer of the urinary system num- 
bered 264 (165 of males and 99 of females), those of brain and nervous 
system 62 (30 of males and 82 of females), those of the skin 101 (42 of males 
and 59 of females), while those of other or unspecified organs numbered 255 
(134 of males and 121 of females). In the previous year those from cancer 
of the urinary system numbered 235. The increase in the number of deaths 
from cancer of the brain and nervous system (62 as against 11 in 1940) is 
partly due to the inclusion of glhomata (9 among males and 5 among females) 
with malignant tumours and partly also to more detailed information from 
certifiers. (Table 28.) 


Diabetes.— Owing to a change in the system of classification of deaths 
where more than one cause of death is specified, deaths registered in 1941 
are not in every case strictly comparable with those for years immediately 
preceding. This is a cause in which the new system of classification, to 
which reference has been made on page xvill, has made a notable change in 
the numbers concerned. A dual system of classification used for the deaths 
registered in 1940 showed that the result of the change in the case of deaths 
from diabetes was to reduce the numbers previously ascribed to diabetes 
by about 20 per cent. In the case of deaths at ages under 55 this reduction 
was only 12 per cent., but in the case of those at ages over 55 it was 22 per 
cent. Deaths from diabetes in 1940 were exceptionally numerous, especially 
in the first quarter of the year, when weather conditions were very severe, 
but adjustment to allow for the new classification reduced the number from 
918 to 731 (revised number). Compared with the latter the number registered 
in 1941 was 675 or 56 fewer. This decline is predominantly among females 
and especially among those aged over 55. Compared with the average 
(adjusted for changed classification) for the five years preceding 1940 (1935- 
89) the totals for males and for females show a slight decline. Decreases are 
generally at the higher ages. (Tables 21 and 23.) 


Other General Diseases.—In addition to the foregoing there were 121 


deaths from acute rheumatism and 173 from chronic rheumatism. The last- 
‘named disease is one to which more deaths are now classified, as formerly 


it was rarely selected even when specified as the primary cause. The adjusted 
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number for 1940 was 223, but this was considerably above the average, even 
when allowance is made for change of classification. Deaths from exoph- 
thalmic goitre numbered 72 (9 fewer than in 1940) and from other diseases 
of the thyroid and parathyroid 59 (2 more). Deaths from pernicious anemia 
numbered 882 (63 more) and from other forms of aneemia 129 (60 more). 
Deaths from leukemia and aleukemia numbered 137 as against 108 in 1940. 
The diseases summarised under Nos. 26, 32, 88, 44a, c, d, 66 and 71 are 
shown in detail in Table J (2). (Pages 9-11.) 


Diseases of the Nervous System.— Deaths from this group of diseases 
are not quite comparable with those published for previous years, partly 
because of the transfer of general paralysis of the insane and of tabes dorsalis 
to general diseases (diseases due to spirochetes) and partly because of a 
higher preference being now given to cerebral hemorrhage and allied con- 
ditions, when specified as the primary cause. In former years a preference 
was frequently given to another disease which might be considered to have

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been primarily responsible for the condition. The entire group includes 8,840 
deaths as compared with an adjusted total of 9,096 in 1940. In the Report 
for 1940 it was pointed out that this number had been steadily decreasing 
from 1932 to 1938, but that since the latter year there had been a substantial 
increase. This increase has apparently now been checked. Fully three- 
fourths of this total is made up of deaths from cerebral hemorrhage, em- 
bolism, thrombosis and softening, and this group numbered 6,928 deaths 
as against 7,168 in 1940. Deaths ascribed to cerebral embolism or thrombosis, 
which have been increasing for several years, numbered 2,139 as against 
2,149 in 1940, while those from cerebral hemorrhage and apoplexy have 
declined from 4,835 to 4,611. Deaths from meningitis (not cerebro-spinal 
nor tuberculous) numbered 204 (184 in 1940), from cerebral abscess and other 
forms of encephalitis 85 (89 in 1940). An increase in the number of deaths 
from infantile convulsions was noted in 1940, when deaths (adjusted) num- 
bered 233. They have further increased to 285 in 1941. (Pages 12 and 13.) 


Diseases of the Circulatory System.— Deaths in this group of diseases 
numbered 17,528 as against 17,864 in 1940. With the exception of 1938 this 
is the first year in which deaths in this group have declined during the past 
_ ten years, the steady increase up to 1940 being mainly in deaths from heart 
disease, which constitute fully 90 per cent. of the total in the group. These 
deaths from heart disease numbered 16,200 as compared with 16,326 in 1940, 
being only the second time in 10 years in which there has been a decline in 
the annual number of deaths from this cause. Deaths from all forms of 
myocarditis, acute or chronic, numbered 9,967 as compared with 10,062 in 
1940. They include 4,231 from chronic myocarditis and other forms of 
myocardial degeneration, 2,884 from myocarditis of unspecified nature, 2,524 
from cardio-vascular degeneration and only 172 from acute myocarditis. 
Deaths from acute endocarditis numbered 122 and those from all other forms 
of valvular heart disease 2,258, these being rather fewer than in the previous 
year. On the other hand, deaths from diseases of the coronary arteries, 
including angina pectoris, numbered 2,803, representing a slight increase as 
compared with the previous year (2,780). These deaths, which in 1931 
numbered only 823, have increased in every year since that date. Deaths of 
males in 1941 numbered 1,748 and those of females 1,055. This ratio of 
males to females, which is 3 to 1 at ages under 55, gradually diminishes to 
2 to 1 at 55-64, 3 to 2 at 65-74 and approximate equality at ages over 75. 
Deaths from other or undefined forms of heart disease numbered 1,050 as 
compared with 1,015 in 1940. Apart from this slight increase such deaths 
tend to decrease. Many of these changes from year to year are probably 
due to more exact diagnosis. Other deaths in this group include 795 from 
arterio-sclerosis (867 in 1940), 215 from gangrene, 148 from high blood 
pressure (not otherwise specified) and 24 from aneurysm (heart and aorta 
excepted). (Table 23, pages 14 and 15.) 


Diseases of the Respiratory System.—As in 1940, the weather in the 
first three months of 1941 was of a very severe character. (See Appendix 
Ill.) It was the coldest first quarter since 1895 and snowstorms were 
exceptionally heavy. In the first three months snow fell in some parts of 
Scotland on all but 4 days in January and February combined and on 24 days 
in March. This may account for the fact that deaths from diseases of the 
respiratory system, although considerably fewer than in 1940, were more 
numerous than in 1988 and 1939. Deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
System, excluding those associated with influenza and tuberculosis, numbered 
7,681, being 1,867 fewer than in 1940. Approximately half of these deaths 
Were registered in the first quarter of the year. In the Report for 1940 the 
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fact that, for the first time in any recent year, deaths from pneumonia were 
fewer than those from bronchitis was commented upon. This position has

not been maintained. Deaths from pneumonia (3,573) were 571 fewer than’ 


in 1940, whereas those from bronchitis (8,092) were fewer by 1,150. But 
although the position of deaths from pneumonia, when compared with those 
for bronchitis, was not so favourable as in 1940, the former, while 624 more 
than in 1989, are fewer than in any other year for which comparable figures 
are available and are almost exactly half of the number in the unfavourable 
year 1929. They are about 40 per cent. below the average for 1921-80. 
Compared with the numbers for 1940 the decline in male deaths is greater 
than among females. The proportionate decline was greatest among children 
aged 1 to 4 years, and compared with 1939 four-fifths of the increase was 
among children under 5. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 3,092 as com- 
pared with 4,242 in 1940, but in 1988 and 1939 the numbers were consider- 
ably less. Fully half of the deaths in 1941 occurred in the first quarter of the 
year. The number of deaths from pneumonia and from bronchitis is not 
appreciably affected if, as in Tables 25 and 26, there are added those in which 
influenza was associated with these causes. The large excess of the death- 
rate from tuberculosis (all forms) in the large burghs over that in the counties 
has already been noted (page xxi). As was the case in 1940 there has been 
a similar excess in the deaths from the respiratory group in the large burghs, 
the rate being 189 as against. 125 in the counties. The crude death-rate (all 
causes) in the large burghs in 1941 was 1,507 per 100,000 as against 1,353 in 
the counties, but if deaths from tuberculosis and from diseases of the respira- 
tory system (not tubercular nor malignant) are deducted, the respective 
death-rates are reduced to 1,208 and 1,171, an excess in the large burghs of 
only 87. In 1940 a similar deduction reduced the two rates to 1,222 and 
1,180, an excess of only 42. (Tables 21-26.) 


Diseases of the Digestive System.— Deaths in this group, exclusive of 
those from malignant disease or from tuberculosis, numbered 8,536 as against 
8,393 in 1940. The steady decline observed between 1936 and 1940 has 
therefore been checked, but it was pointed out in the Report for last year 
that probably a considerable part of this decline was due to changes in 
diagnosis. The increase in 1941 is principally due to a sharp rise in the 
number of deaths from diarrhea and enteritis and ulceration of intestines. 
Deaths from diarrhoea under two years of age numbered 836 (683 in 1940), 
with 234 at two years and over (208), while deaths from ulceration of intestines 
numbered 84 (62). In Glasgow deaths from diarrhea under two numbered 336 
out of a total for Scotland of 836. For Scotland as a whole they were fairly 
evenly distributed throughout the months of the year, never falling below 50 in 
any month and attaining a maximum of 106 in October, 92 in September and 
81 in, December, which is an unusual distribution of deaths from infantile 
diarrhcea even for recent years, when the former excess in the later summer 
months has almost passed away. The other most prominent feature of the 
deaths in this group is the fall in the number from appendicitis, 258 as against 
311 in 1940, 887 in 1939 and 480 in 1988. In 1932 they numbered as many 
as 509. From 1921 to 1935 these deaths kept almost steadily between the 
limits of 450 and 500 deaths per annum, being only twice above and twice 
below that limit. The decline since that period is therefore rather remarkable. 


Other deaths in this group include 746 from ulceration of the stomach and | 


duodenum. In 1940 these deaths numbered 755, this being the largest num- 
ber registered for many years. As this increase is associated with a much 


larger decrease (over a period of years) from undefined diseases of the- 
stomach, the increase in deaths from gastric and duodenal ulceration may be- 
at least in part due to more precise diagnosis. Deaths from hernia and— 
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intestinal obstruction numbered 508 (439 in 1940), those from all diseases 
of the liver numbered 472 (481), including 145 from cirrhosis of the liver 
(163), 90 from biliary calculi (75) and 193 from cholecystitis and other dis- 
eases of the liver and gall bladder (191). (Page 16.) 


Diseases of the Genito-Urinary System.— These collectively number 
2,498 (2613 in 1940). They show comparatively little variation from year 
to year. Deaths from diseases of the kidney number 1,598. In former years 
under the older system of classification of joint causes of death a high prefer- 
ence was given to chronic nephritis, but if the certifier’s preference had been 


_ in operation in 1940 the number of deaths ascribed to kidney disease would 





have been 1,784 instead of the published figure of 1,950. But even compared 
with the revised figure the number for 1941 (1,598) is less by 186. Deaths 
from urinary calculus and conditions affecting the bladder and urethra num- 
bered 218 (same as in 1940), from diseases of the male reproductive organs 
604 (544 in 1940) and from diseases of the female reproductive organs 78 (67 
in 1940). Deaths from diseases of the male reproductive organs show a 
marked tendency to increase. They averaged only 823 in 1921-30, but ex- 
ceeded 400 in 1934, 500 in 1940 and 600 in 1941. (Page 18.) 


Diseases of Pregnancy and Childbirth.—1n 1940 the number of deaths 
in this group was reported to be the smallest on record, but unfortunately 
the deaths in 1941 show a decided increase, numbering 439 as against 384 in 
1940: 158 of the deaths were due to sepsis as against 129 in the previous 
year. For the first time deaths from puerperal embolism, thrombosis, &c. 
(37 in 1941), have been included in the sepsis group, but the number quoted 
above for 1940 has been correspondingly adjusted. The death-rate from all 
causes included in this group was 4:89 per thousand live births, that from 
sepsis being 1-76 and that from other causes 3:13. The rates (per thousand 
live births) from 1931 onwards are shown below.

The increase (since 1940) is comparatively greatest in the age-group 25-29, 
where in the septic group deaths increased from 28 to 42 and in the non-septic 
from 57 to 77. Deaths from hemorrhage numbered 73, of which 27 were 


_ before and 46 after childbirth, as against 17 and 48 in 1940. Deaths from the 


toxemias of pregnancy (including albuminuria and eclampsia) numbered 82 
(same as in 1940), while those from toxemias following childbirth numbered 
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24 as against 35 in 1940. Twelve deaths were returned as due to uncontroll- 
able vomiting (26 in 1940) and 18 to abortion not specified as septic. (Page 
¥9:) 


From all puerperal causes the rate in the large burghs was 5-0 per thous- 
and live births, in the small burghs 4-3 and in the landward areas 5:1, as 
against 4-8, 3-9 and 3-9 respectively in 1940. From puerperal sepsis alone 
these three rates were 1-9, 1:4 and 1-7 against 1-3, 0-9 and 0-9 in 1940. In 
Table 27 will be found corresponding rates for each county and large burgh, 
but owing to the numbers involved being small these rates may not always 
be statistically significant. (Table 27.) 

Still-births registered in Scotland numbered 3,698, and if these are in- 
cluded in the calculation the maternal mortality per thousand total births, 
live and still, is 4-70, that from puerperal sepsis being 1-69 and from other 
puerperal causes 3-01. 

In addition to the deaths classified as due to puerperal conditions, there 
were 101 deaths in which it was stated that death had occurred during preg- 
nancy or within four weeks thereafter, but in which the puerperal condition 
was not stated as the primary cause of death. These causes are shown in 
detail in Table K (1). The number in 1941 is 14 less than in 1940, in which, 
however, there were included 8 deaths from acute yellow atrophy of the liver 
associated with pregnancy and parturition, such deaths being now classified 
in the puerperal group. Adding these 101 deaths to those classified as due 
to puerperal conditions we have a total of 540 deaths in which pregnancy or 
parturition was present, although in the great majority of the supplementary 
cases the puerperal condition was not mentioned by the certifying practitioner 


as even a contributory cause. Included in this supplementary list are 80.

Table K (2) shows the mortality rates by age groups from all puerperal 
causes combined, from puerperal sepsis and from other puerperal causes. 
Owing to war conditions the ages of all mothers of children born in Scotland 
in 1941 have not yet been classified, the latest figures available being those 
for 1940, and these, with the corresponding number of mothers of still-born 
children for the same year, have been used to estimate the ages of mdthers 
giving birth to children in 1941. The maternal mortality rates “show a steady 
increase with advancing age of mother. Thus it advanced from 1-46 per 
thousand mothers at ages under 20 and 2-66 at age 20-24, to 7-51 at age 35-39 
and 14-05 at age 40-44. No maternal death was registered in 1941 at any age 
over 45 (4 in 1940). When compared with those for 1940 the death-rates 
showed a decline at ages under 25, but increases in each age group over that 
age, slight between 30) and 35 but marked between 25 and 30 (4:08 as against 
3-05). *For puerperal sepsis alone the maternal mortality was markedly 
higher in every age group except under 20, in which only one death from 
sepsis was registered in 1941. 


Diseases of Skin and Cellular Tissue.—These deaths numbered 234, 
being 35 more than in 1940. They include 120 from cellulitis and acute 
abscess. (Page 21.) 


Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion.— These accounted for 109 deaths, 
being 14 fewer than in 1940. Of them 57 were ascribed to osteomyelitis or 
periostitis. (Page 21.)

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Malformations.— Deaths in this group numbered 709 as against 590 in 
1940. These deaths have increased considerably in recent years. Between 
1921 and 1930 they averaged slightly over 500 per annum, between 1931 
and 1935 this average increased to 587 and between 1936 and 1940 to 600, 
but the number for 1941 is much the largest recorded in these twenty years. 
The equivalent annual death-rate per thousand births is 7-9 for 1941 as com- 
pared with 68 in 1940. Of these deaths 69 were due to hydrocephalus (60 in 
1940), 192 to spina bifida or meningocele (144), 209 to malformation of heart 
(193) and 289 to other malformations (198). (Page 20.) 

In this group of causes the numbers are naturally dependent on the num- 
ber of births in the period immediately preceding, and there is appended 
herewith a table showing for each of the principal headings, and also for 
certain Diseases of Early Infancy (see below), the numbers for the past ten 
years per 1000 births registered in the corresponding period.

These rates will still further illustrate the changes to which attention has 
been drawn in the preceding paragraph. 


Diseases of Early Infancy.— Deaths from these causes collectively 
numbered 2,927 as compared with 2,674 in 1940, this increase being to some

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extent accounted for by the increase in the number of births (see preceding 
paragraph). Deaths from congenital debility numbered 598 (591 in 1940), 
from premature birth 1,608 (1,424), from injury at birth 351 (314) and from 
asphyxia at birth or atelectasis 187 (163). In the Report for 1939 attention 


_ was called to the increase in the number of deaths from injury at birth.

This increase still continues. (Pages 22 and 23.) 


Senility.— Deaths from this cause numbered 2,315 as against 2,584 in 
1940. These numbers tend to decline with increasing accuracy of certifi- 


— eation, and with one exception (2,304 in 1938) this is the smallest number 


on record in Seotland. 


Violence.— Deaths from violent causes numbered 6,627 as compared with 


_ 4,220 in 1940, which was the largest number of deaths from violent causes 


ever recorded in Scotland. Excluding all service deaths, the equivalent annual 
civilian death-rate was 115 per 100,000 as compared with 77 in 1940. For 
this increase civilian deaths due to war operations were mainly responsible. 
These numbered 1,905 as compared with 196 in 1940. Tf civilian deaths 


_ from war operations are excluded the civilian death-rate from violent causes 


was 75 as compared with 72 in 1940. About one-half of this increase ig due 
to an increase in deaths from road accidents. Deaths from war operations 
included those of 747 persons on service, of whom one was a woman, and of 
1,905 civilians, of whom 1,043 were males and 862 were females. The ser- 
vice deaths included not only those of men on service from wounds received 
in action, but deaths resulting from air accidents on service and from other 
service operations. Civilian deaths were very largely the result of air raid 
casualties, but also included deaths of civilians from drowning when believed 
to be due to enemy action (the number of such deaths being probably incom- 
plete) and accidental deaths for which defence measures were responsible. 
The civilian death-rate from war operations was 40 per 100,000, that for 


_ males being 48 and that for females being 32. The female death-rate shows 


_very' little variation throughout the age groups, using 20-year groups between 


25 and 65, with one group for ages over 65. The male death-rate under age 15 
is the same as the female death-rate for those ages. At later ages it is higher, 
being 59 at age 25-44. In addition to these deaths there were 22 cases, 8 


_ of males and 14 of females, all except three of persons aged over 45, in which 


death was said to have been accelerated by shock due to air raids, but such 
deaths have been classified to the accompanying condition, among which 
are heart disease in 12 cases and pneumonia in 4. Deaths from road transport 
accidents numbered 1,150 (1,025 in 1940), this being much the largest num- 
ber ever recorded in Scotland. Deaths from accidental drowning numbered 
436 (460 in 1940), but it is possible that, had all the cireumstances been 
known, some of these deaths might more properly have been classified to war 
operations. Deaths from accidental burns numbered 236, to which there 
may be added 29 deaths from conflagrations. The corresponding numbers 
in 1940 were 213 and 82 respectively. Deaths from accidental mechanical 
suffocation numbered 131 (130 in 1940). 104 of these deaths were of children 
of under one year. Deaths from accidents in mines and quarries numbered 
130 (129 in 1940) and those from accidents with machinery 42 (31 in 1940). 
Deaths attributed to weather agencies numbered 19 (2 due to exposure to 


_ heat and all others to exposure to cold) (31 in 1940), to electricity (lightning 


excepted) 14 (14 in 1940) and to accidents with firearms 23 (14 in 1940). 
Deaths from homicide numbered 22 (19 in 1940). (Tables 23-26, pages 
- 21-23.) 


Suicide.—These numbered 405 as compared with 400 in 1940. It is the

smallest number recorded in any year, except 1940, since 1925. Of these 
405 cases 266 were of males and 139 of females as against 258 and 142 in 1940. 
The number of these deaths by poisoning (189), although still the most 
numerous class, were considerably fewer than in 1940 (240). Of the 189 
deaths due to suicidal poisoning 1832 were due to coal gas poisoning, 83 to 
lysol and allied preparations and 24 to other forms, as against 1638, 56 and 21 
in 1940. The number of deaths from gas poisoning is the smallest for many 
years. On the other hand, deaths by gunshot wounds (81) were much more 
numerous than in 1940 (39). Deaths by hanging numbered 48 (88 in 1940), 
by drowning 32 (86), by precipitation 28 (18), by cuts and stabs 24 (27) and 
by other means 8 (7). (Table 29.) 


Transport.—As already indicated, deaths from accidents in connection 
with road transport numbered 1,150 as compared with 1,025 in 1940, 911 in 
1939 and 668 in 19388. Accidental deaths in connection with motor vehicles 
numbered 1,023 (888 in 1940), from tramway accidents 67 (94), from cycle 
accidents 389 and from other forms of road transport, including horse-drawn 
vehicles, 21. Deaths from railway accidents numbered 106 (98 in 1940), from 
accidents connected with water transport (drowning excepted) 60 (40 in 
1940) and from air transport accidents 61 as against 11 in 1940. The increase 
in the last named is entirely accounted for by three accidents, each of which 
involved a heavy loss of life. (Table M and page 23.) 

In the Report for 1939 it was shown that the great increase in the number 


of deaths from accidents with motor vehicles which occurred in that year 


was associated with the date of the outbreak of war, the number having 
doubled in the last four months of the year when “‘ black-out ’’ conditions 
prevailed, and a similar increase was found in the number of deaths attri- 
buted to accidental falls and other crushing accidents, many of which were 


no doubt also associated with the ‘‘ black-out.’’ If the same four calendar 


months be taken it is found that deaths from motor accidents, which num- 
bered 452 in these months in 1989, declined to 484 in 1940 and to 402 in 1941. 
Comparing the number for 1941 with the average of the three years im- 
mediately preceding the outbreak of war (1936-38) it is found that deaths 
from accidents with motor veliteles have increased by 74 per cent., the 
increase for males being 78 per cent. and for females 59. Among males 
the numerical increase is marked at ages over 45 (316 in 1941 as against 
an average of 138) and among females at ages over 65 (55 against 26), while 
generally rates of increase at earlier ages are below those found for all ages 
combined. (Table 21, page 52.)

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Deaths from all forms of poisoning (not suicidal) numbered 97 and in- 
cluded 3 from food poisoning, 76 from accidental absorption of poisonous 


_ gases and 18 by other forms of acute accidental poisoning. Deaths from 





coal gas poisoning, excluding those understood to be probably suicidal, num- 
bered 70 as against 55 in 1940 and 35 in 1989. A full list of the poisons used 
will be found in Table 30. In addition to these deaths there were 156 in 
which death occurred during or after the administration of an anesthetic for 
therapeutic purposes, and in which the anesthetic may or may not have been 
a contributory cause. In 81 cases the anesthetic specified was nitrous 
oxide and ether, in 26 it was ether alone, in 19 ethyl chloride and ether, in 
15 it was chloroform alone and in 15 it was chloroform and ether, while in 10 
it was nitrous oxide alone. Ether was specified, either alone or in combina- 
tion, in 97 cases, nitrous oxide in 46 eases, chloroform in 86 cases and ethyl 
chloride in 28 cases. (Table 30). 


Relative Frequency of Causes of Death.—Table O shows in order of 
frequency the causes of death to which were ascribed at least 1 per cent. of 
all deaths in 1941, together with the corresponding figures for the previous 
year. This list includes 77-74 per cent. of the total number of deaths 
registered. As usual, heart disease, cancer and cerebral hemorrhage and 
allied conditions retain the first three places, with violence following next, 
thus displacing bronchitis, which in 1910 rose from eighth place to fourth 
but has now reverted to eighth. This is followed by tuberculosis and by 


_ diseases of early infancy, which have thus displaced pneumonia, the last 


named reverting to the same position as it occupied in 1939. 


Infant Deaths.— Table P (1) shows for recent years the infantile mor- 
tality by sex at various periods of the first year of life. As previously indicated 
(page xvi) the mortality among male children was 93-3 per thousand births 
and among female children it was 71-6 as against 90-3 and 65-7 in 1940. The 
excess of the male rate was rather marked at 3-5 months, when the female 


rate was rather low. Compared with 1940 the male death-rates were gener- 


ally higher at ages under six months but at 6-11 months the 1941 rate was 
lower. The female rates are higher up to three months and over six months 
but the rate at 3-5 months is fractionally lower. The long-term comparison 
with the average for 1922-25 shows comparatively little change under six 
months but indicates rates approximately half of those for the earlier period 
at ages over six months. 


Causes of Death.—In Table 31 will be found an analysis of deaths at age 
periods under one year according to the cause of death. Of the 7,426 children 
who died before attaining the age of one year, 1,168 did not survive one day 
and 1,148 others did not survive one week. Almost one half of the total

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did ‘not survive one month. The increases in the number of deaths from 
congenital malformations, from premature birth and from injury at birth 
have already been referred to (see page xxx). Other notable increases in 
infant deaths are from whooping-cough (883 in 1941 and 108 in 1940), from 
diarrhoea (see also page xxvi) (774 and 619), and from convulsions (250 and 
189), with which may be mentioned a minor increase in deaths from tuber- 
cular meningitis (49 and 41). On the other hand deaths from measles num- 
bered only 87 as against 97 in 1940, while deaths from cerebro- spinal fever 
numbered 78 (95 in 1940) and deaths from pneumonia 1,268 (1,394 in 1940). 


Month of Registration.—Table 82 shows a classification of infant deaths 
by selected causes according to month of registration. The numbers in 
individual months ranged from 1,049 in March, 764 in April, 699 in February 
and 687 in January to 477 in July, 474 in August and 473 in September. 
The excess mortality in the first three months of the year was largely due to 
deaths from diseases of the respiratory system. Almost half of the deaths 
for the entire year were registered in these months, but in 1940 almost half 
of these deaths were registered in January and in February. In 1941 almost 
one-fourth of the 1,268 infantile deaths from pneumonia were registered in

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March, from bronchitis 75 deaths were registered in March and 46 in April 
as against 57 in the whole of the following six months. Of the 774 deaths 
from diarrhoea 98 occurred in October and 85 in September. (Tables 31 and 
+32). 
Deaths of Illegitimate Children.—These have been classified separately 
since 1936 and differences in rates (all causes) have already been referred to 
on page xvil. Speaking generally, the excess death-rate among illegitimate 
children is fairly well spread over the various causes, but the excess is speci- 
ally marked in deaths from syphilis, from congenital debility and from 
digestive diseases, this being in accordance with the experience of recent 
_ years. On the other hand, while it is probably of no significance that in 

1941, out of 92 infantile deaths from tuberculosis, only one was that of an 
illegitimate child, in the five years 1936-40 the infantile death-rate among 
illegitimate children from tuberculosis and from the acutely infectious dis- 
eases specified in the table was comparatively little above the rate for all 
children from these causes, and this also applies to the death-rate from 
congenital malformations. (Table 31.) 

In Table 33 will be found infant deaths classified by ages under one year 
for each large burgh and county, with equivalent rates per thousand births. 
Some of these rates, being based on comparatively small numbers, may not 
be statistically significant. (Table 33.) 


Children under Five Years.-— Deaths from certain causes are shown in 
Table P (2). Excluding deaths of children under one year (already dealt 
with), deaths at ages 1 to 4 inclusive numbered 2,186 as compared with 
2,182 in 1940. The death-rate (see Table 24) was 6-5 per thousand estimated 
population as compared with 6-7 in 1940. In 1939 this rate was 4-5, but with 
that single exception the death-rate in 1941 was the lowest on record for 
Scotland. Deaths from measles and from diphtheria showed a considerable 
decline compared with 1940, but were more than counterbalanced by an 
increase in deaths from whooping-cough. Deaths from tuberculosis num- 
bered 296 as against 259 in 1940 and those from meningitis (not tubercular 
or cerebro-spinal) 49 against 33, but those from pneumonia numbered 305 
against 494. Other changes were of minor importance.

SEVENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT ON THE VACCINATION OF 
CHILDREN IN SCOTLAND (1940). 


This report deals with the vaccination of children born in Scotland during 


the year 1940 who in the ordinary course should have been vaccinated during 
that year or during the first half of the year 1941. 

Children whose births were shown in the Vaccination Returns numbered 
86,399, of whom 5,334 died before vaccination, and it is the 81,065 survivors 
who more especially are accounted for here. (Table 36.) 

Children certified as either successfully vaccinated or as insusceptible on 
account of previous uncertified vaccination numbered 388,265 or 47-20 per 
cent. of the survivors, and those certified as insusceptible for other reasons 
numbered 1,129 or 1:39 per cent., while 41,671 or 51-40 per cent. were re- 
ported as not vaccinated or as unaccounted for, the great majority of these 
being cases in which statutory declarations of Conscientious Objection on the 
part of the parents were lodged. (Table 36.) : 

Vaccinated children numbered 38,265, of whom 163 were certified as 
having been vaccinated on a previous occasion, although no certificate had 
been received. The percentage successfully vaccinated is 47:20 per cent., 
being 3-97 more than in the previous year, and 4-99 more than in 1938. This 
is the highest percentage registered since 1932 (49-02). In the counties, 
burghs included, this percentage ranged from 76-3 in Peebles, 76-2 in Aber- 
deen and 75-4 in Kincardine to 28-7 in Caithness, 22-0 in Orkney and 8-4 in 
Zetland. In 16 counties less than half of the children surviving were 
successfully vaccinated. In the large burghs the percentage ranged from 
82:3 in Aberdeen, 64-9 in Perth and 61-9 in Edinburgh to 25-8 in Kirkcaldy, 
24-9 in Clydebank and 20-0 in Greenock. In Glasgow this percentage was 
47-0 and in Dundee 29-6. (Table 36 and pages 2 and 3.) : 


- Certificates of Constitutional Insusceptibility.— These numbered 1,129 (17 

fewer than in the previous year), the percentage of survivors being 1-39. This 
percentage exceeded 2 in the counties of Sutherland, Moray, Perth and Kin- 
ross and also in Perth, in Rutherglen and in Arbroath. (Pages 2 and 3.). 


Declarations of Conscientious Objection.— Certificates to this effect were 


lodged in 35,184 cases, representing 43-40 per cent. of survivors. This per- | 


centage is the lowest recorded since 1932 (43-15). In 1989 it was 48:42 and 


in 1988 it was 50:54, that representing the highest ever recorded. In the 


counties (burghs included) it ranged from 90-2 in Zetland, 73-4 in Orkney, 
62.2 in West Lothian and 61-2 in Caithness to 17-1 in Aberdeen, 16-0 in 


Peebles and 14:3 in Kincardine. In the large burghs it ranged from 72-6 in 


Greenock, 67-3 in Dundee, 65-6 in Dumbarton and 64-8 in Hamilton to 31-4

in Edinburgh, 30-4 in Stirling, 26-2 in Perth and 12-3 in Aberdeen. These | 
counties and burghs tend to occupy substantially the same positions year after 


year. (Table 36 and pages 2 and 3.) 

Certificates of Postponement granted on medical erounds numbered 
1,815 or 2-24 per cent. of the survivors. This is the highest percentage so 
recorded since 1929 (2-50). 


Unaccounted for.— In 4,672 cases (5-76 per cent. of the survivors) children 
were’ reported as having removed from the district or being otherwise 
unaccounted for. This percentage is the highest since 1914. In 1939 the 
number of such cases was 4,007 and in 1988 it was 3,335. (Table 36,)

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APPHNDIX I. 


ADDITIONAL STATISTICS REGARDING MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
IN SCOTLAND DURING THE YEAR 1940. 


A preliminary statement regarding the marriages registered in Scotland 
during the year 1940 was incorporated in the Eighty-Sixth Annual Report of 
the Registrar-General dealing with the detailed statistics of the registered 
births and deaths of that year, but as full details of the registered marriages 
were not available at the time when the report was prepared the statement 
was necessarily restricted and dealt only with the number of marriages 
registered in 1940 and the marriage-rates. It is now supplemented by this 
detailed report on these marriages, including a statistical account of the 
method of proclamation, the church of celebration, the ages and conjugal con- 
ditions of those marrying and the method of signing the marriage schedules, 
by writing or by mark. 

In the Eighty-Sixth Annual Report it was stated that the number of 
marriages registered in Scotland in 1940 was 53,597, but after complete ex- 
amination of the registers the corrected number is found to be 58,522, the 
marriage-rate being 10-61 per thousand as against 9-23 in 1989. The increase 
which followed the outbreak of war in the autumn of 1939 has thus continued. 


(Table 8.) 


Regular, Irregular and Civil Marriages.— The Marriage (Scotland) 
Act, 1989, which came into operation on Ist July 1940, made an important 
change in the marriage law of Scotland. It abolished irregular marriages by 
declaration, including what was often known as the ‘‘ Gretna Green marri- 
age,’’ and “‘ marriage before the Sheriff,’’ and instituted a new form of civil 
marriage to be contracted in the office and presence of certain specially- 
authorised Registrars after publication of notice. Consequently each type 
of marriage is found in the Marriage Registers for 1940, the older form of

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marriage being confined to those which took place prior to Ist July, although 
in some cases registration may have taken place on or after that date. 

Of the 53,522 marriages registered, 47,182 or 88-2 per cent. were regular, 
l.e. solemnised by a minister of religion after proclamation of banns, 
publication of notice or Sheriff’s licence, 3,809 or 7:1 per cent. were 
irregular, while 2,531 or 4-7 per cent. were civil marriages in terms of the new 
Act. In the previous year irregular marriages constituted 16-6 per cent. of 
the total, but in 1940 the irregular and civil marriages combined constituted 
only 11-85 per cent. This is considerably below the percentage of irregular 
marriages to total marriages for the most recent years. This percentage 
increased steadily until the war of 1914-1918, when it rose considerably, 
but thereafter there was a certain decline until 1935, when the percentage 
was 11:48. In the years immediately following it rose to 14:16 in 1938 and 
to 16-58 in 1989. In the large burghs the percentage in 1940 of these 
marriages without a religious ceremony was 163 against 23-3 in 1939, while 
in the counties the percentage was 3-7 both in 1940 and in 1939. Those for 
1940 are, of course, based on a year in which each of the two methods was in 
operation for six months. This percentage ranged in the large burghs from 
34-7 in Dunfermline, 21:8 in Edinburgh, 19-0 in Glasgow and 17-1 in Inver- 
ness to 2-7 in Airdrie, 2-2 in Coatbridge, 1-9 in Rutherglen and 0-5 in Port- 
Glasgow. In the counties (burghs included) it was 19-2 in Midlothian, 15-9 
in Dumiries and 15-0 in Lanark. Of the 3,809 irregular marriages, 11 were 
registered on production of Extract Decree of Declarator and the remainder 
by Warrant of the Sheriff. Of the 2,531 civil marriages registered, 2,221 were 
preceded by publication of notice at the Registrar’s office, while 310 were 
authorised by the Sheriff under a provision of the new Act whereby publica- 
tion of notice may be dispensed with in certain circumstances of emergency. 
(Tables R, 8 and 9.) 


Method of Publication.— Of the regular marriages registered, 37,652 
(79:8 per cent.) were solemnised after proclamation of banns in respect of 
both parties, 8,542 (18-1 per cent.) after publication of notice in respect of 
both parties, 883 (1-9 per cent.) after proclamation of banns for one and 
publication of notice for the other party, while 105 (0-2 per cent.) were 
authorised by the Sheriff under the provisions of the new Act, as indicated 

above.

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Marriages after banns constituted 74-6 per cent. of the regular marriages 
in the large burghs and 88-2 per cent. in the counties, exclusive of large 
burghs. For marriages after publication of notice these percentages were 
23-2 and 9-8 respectively and for those after banns and publication the per- 
centages were 1-9 and 1:8. In Zetland all regular marriages were after pro- 
clamation of banns and this was the case with 98 per cent. or more of the 
regular marriages in Berwick, in Caithness, in Kirkcudbright and in 
Sutherland. 
; Table Q shows the frequency and denomination of those married after 
-banns and after publication BeRPORETOLY, Marriage after banns was most 
- frequent in the Church of Scotland (92-5 per cent. of all Church of Scotland 
marriages), in the Congregational Church (75-8), in the Scottish Episcopal 
~ Church (75-7) and in the Baptist Church (73-9), while marriage after publica- 
tion of notice was relatively most frequent among the Jews (88:7 per cent.) 
and in the Roman Catholic Church (67-9). 


Church of Celebration.— Of the 47,182 regular marriages, 33,756 or 71-6 
per cent. were celebrated according to the forms of the Church of Scotland 
_ and 7,230 or 15:3 per cent. according to those of the Roman Catholic Church. 
Those according to the forms of the Episcopal Church numbered 1,715 (3-6 
per cent.), of the Congregational Church 1,371 (2-9 per cent.), of the Baptist 
Church 666, of the Methodist Church 564, of the United Free Church 476, 
of the Free Church 381, of the Christian Brethren ‘ 220, of the Salvation Army 
145*and of the Jews 97. (Table S.) 

From Table 8 it will be seen that in recent years, apart from the increase 

in the number of irregular marriages, there has been little change in the pro- 
portion of marriages ‘according to the forms of the principal Churches. As 
already indicated, marriages in 1940 showed a considerable increase compared 
with those for 1939, and as the combined irregular and civil marriages in 1940 
were fewer than the irregular marriages in 1989, it follows that there was 
a much larger increase in the number of marriages with a religious ceremony. 
Thus, while the total number of marriages increased by 15-8 per cent., regular 
marriages increased by 22-3 per cent., Church of Scotland marriages by. 21-5 
per cent., Roman Catholic marriages by 26-2 per cent., Scottish Episcopal 
marriages by 41:5 per cent. and marriages according to other religious forms 
by 16-4 per cent., while irregular (including civil) marriages declined by 17-3 

per cent.

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The local distribution according to the forms of the leading churches, also 
numbers and proporticn of irregular and civil marriages, is shown in Table 10. 
Church of Scotland marriages constituted 68-1 per cent. of all marriages in 
Scotland, and this proportion exceeded 85 per cent. in Kincardine (92-3), in 
Berwick (87-4), and in Peebles (85-3). In Kilmarnock this percentage was 
74:5, in Rutherglen 73-3, in Kirkcaldy 72-9, in Falkirk 71-9 and in Arbroath 
71-0. Free Church marriages were only 0-7 per cent. of all marriages in 
Scotland, but in Ross and Cromarty this percentage was 29-3 and in Suther- 
land it was 19-4. Roman Catholic marriages constituted 13-5 per cent. of 
all Scottish marriages, this percentage in the counties being 23-6 in 
Dunbarton and in Renfrew and 20:3 in Lanark (large burghs included in 
each case). In Coatbridge it was 31-0, in Port-Glasgow 30-6, in Airdrie 29-6 
anc in Greenock 29-4. (Table 10.) 


Conjugal Condition of those Marrying.—Of the 53,522 males marrying 
during the year, 50,511 or 94-4 per cent. were bachelors, 2,498 or 4-7 per 
cent. were widowers and 518 or 0-9 per cent. had been divorced. Of the same 
number of females marrying 51,670 or 96-6 per cent. were spinsters, 1,352 or 
2-5 per cent. were widows and 500 or 0-9 per cent. had been divorced. The 
combinations of the various conjugal conditions are shown in the following 


table: ——

From the above table it may be deduced that 98-0 per cent. of the bachelors 
married spinsters, while 1-3 per cent. married widows; that 71-0 per cent. of 
the widowers married spinsters, while 24-9 per cent. married widows, and that 
of all males who had been divorced 80-3 per cent. married spinsters, 12-3 per 
cent. married widows and 7-4 per cent. married women who had also been 
divorced. Of all spinsters marrying 95-8 per cent. married bachelors, while 
3-4 per cent. married widowers; among widows 49-3 per cent. married 
bachelors, while 46:0 per cent. married widowers; among women who had been 
divorced 72-0 per cent. married bachelors, 20-4 per cent. married widowers, 
while 7-6 per cent. married men who had also been divorced. It will be 
observed that although 518 divorced men and 500 divorced women married 
during the year, in only 88 cases was it stated that each party had been 
divorced. Compared with corresponding figures for 1939 the proportion of 
men marrying who were bachelors shows a fairly well marked increase. 
(Table 11.) 

The accompanying table shows the civil condition of those marrying as 
compared with those for previous years, and from this it will be seen that 
there is still a decline in the proportion of previously married persons who 
marry again, which has been commented upon in previous issues of this 
Report, the change being greater between 1939 and 1940 than in any recent 
corresponding period. Thus while between 1933 and 1989 the proportion of 
men previously married fell from 7-1 to 6-4, the corresponding percentages 
for 1939 and 1940 were 6-4 and 5-6. To a considerable extent this change 
may be due to the increase in the number of marriages at early ages in 1940, 
The percentages for the whole period of registration in Scotland are repre

From this table it will be seen that the only major interruption to the 
general decline since 1871-1880 occurred during the period 1911-1920, when 
there were many young widows owing to casualties among young married 
men in the War of 1914-1918. 


Method of Signature.—Of the 107,044 persons marrying during 1940, 
only 68 (37 men and 31 women) signed the marriage schedule by mark. This 
number is 7 less than in 1939, when the smallest number up to that year was 
recorded. Prior to 1870 the number averaged over 7,000 per annum, but 
thereafter it steadily diminished. Since 1935 the annual number has always 
been under 100. Prior to 1880 females signing by mark exceeded males by 2 
to 1, but the sex totals are now practically equal, while on several occasions, 
as in 1940, the number of males signing by mark has exceeded the number of 
females. (Table 8.) 

From Table T it will be observed that the percentage who sign by mark 
in each age group increases at ages over 40 and rises to considerable propor-

tions at ‘ages over 60, when 1-55 per cent. of the men and 3-91 per cent. of the 
women who marry sign by mark. These percentages, however, are markedly 
smaller than in 19389 (2-26 and 6-62). It should be noted that those signing 
by mark include a certain number of blind persons. 

From Table U it will be seen that of the 68 persons who signed by mark, 
32 were married according to the forms of the Church of Scotland and 18 
according to those of the Roman Catholic Church, while in the case of 8 the 
marriage was irregular and in one case it was a civil marriage. 


Ages of those Marrying.— The average age of all men marrying in 1940 
was 29-0 and of all women marrying 26:1. In 1989 the corresponding num- 
bers were 29-3 and 26-4. In the aggregate of large burghs the average age of 
men marrying in 1940 was 29-1 and of women 26-3. In the counties, exclusive 
of large burghs, the average for males was 28-8 and for females 25-8. Com- 
pared with 1939 the differences generally conform to those found for Scotland 
as a whole. (Tables 12 and 13.) 

The average ages arranged according to the conjugal condition of those 
marrying are set forth below in tabular form :—

Compared with the corresponding ages for 1939 these ages show no great 
differences, but with a slight tendency towards lower ages in 1940. The 
average age of all men marrying has declined from 29-7 in 1988 and 29-3 in 
1939 to 29-0 in 1940, while the average age of all women has declined from 
26-7 in 1988 and 26-4 in 1939 to 26-1 in 1940.

The lowering of the average age is probably associated with the increase 
in the number of marriages which took place immediately before and after the 
outbreak of war. Comparing the ages at marriage in 1940 with those for 1988, 
the latest completely pre-war year, it is found that among males, while the 
increase at ages under 19 is less than 10 per cent., it rises to 108 per cent. at 
age 19 and to 140 per cent. at age 20, thereafter falling to 46 per cent. at 
21-24, to 385 per cent. at 25-34, to 29 per cent. at 35-44 and to 9 per cent, 
at ages 45 and over. Among females the percentage of increase at ages under 
19 was 19, at age 19 it was 81, at age 20 it was 110, at 21-24 it was 87, at 


25-34 it was 30 and at 35-44 it was also 30, while even at ages 45 and over 


it was 13. These percentages indicate that, while the increase was largely 
at the younger ages, it was more widely spread over the various ages than 
might have been expected. 

An endeavour has been made to measure the age distribution of marriages 
which may be assumed to have been due to war conditions. These may be 
taken as represented, approximately, by the excess of marriages at each age 
period in 1939 and in 1940 over those for 1938. This excess may be judged 
from the following table :—

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This excess over 1938 in the number of persons married in 1939 and 1940 
amounted to 22,326. In this group the average age among males was 27:4 
in 1939 and 27-1 in 1940, while among females it was 25-0 in 1939 and 24-7 in 
1940. In 1939 and 1940 combined the average age of males in the excess 


marriage group was less than in 1988 (all marriages) by 2-5 years, while among 


females it was less by 1-9. Taken in another way the table shows that while 
in 1988 28-0 per cent. of the men married were aged under 25, among the 
excess marriages in 1939 and 1940 the percentage was 39-7. The correspond- 
ing percentages for females were 49-3 and 59-7. Whether measured by the 
average age or by the proportion under 25 years, therefore, the reduction in 
age at marriage has been rather greater among males than among females. 
The percentage to the total at all ages is actually less than in 1988 among 
the excess marriages at ages under 19 both for males and for females, but 
is distinctly higher at 19 and 20 and (males only) in age-group 21-24. In the 
age-group 25—29 and in all succeeding age-groups it is lower for each sex. ©

ness to 27-9 in East Lothian, 27-8 in Clackmannan and 27-4 in Kinross. In 
the case of women this average age ranged from 28-6 in Ross and Cromarty 
and 28-1 in Inverness and in Sutherland to 25-2 in Clackmannan and in East 
Lothian and 25-0 in Kinross. In the large burghs the average age of men 
ranged from 31:1 in Inverness, 29-6 in Perth and 29-4 in Aberdeen and in 
Stirling to 28-2 in Kirkcaldy, 28-0 in Greenock and 27-5 in Port-Glasgow. 
Among women it ranged from 28-1 in Inverness, 26-9 in Perth and 266 in 
Aberdeen to 25:3 in Hamilton, 25-2 in Arbroath and 24-7 in Port-Glasgow. 
While locally there is, compared with 1939, a general decrease in the average 
age, it is only in the areas with smaller numbers, in which the difference may 
not be significant, that this decline is very marked. (Tables 12 and 13.) 


For all marriages the average excess of the bridegroom’s age over that of - 


the bride was 2-9 years, the same as in 1939. In the case of bachelors and: 


spinsters this excess was 2-6 years (2-7 in 1939), in the case of widowers and 
spinsters it was 9-3 (9-8 in 1939) and in the case of widowers and widows it 
was 5-2 (5:8 in 1939), but in the case of bachelors and widows the age of the 
bride was in excess by 0-8 year (0-9 in 1939). 

The youngest bridegrooms of the year were 3 aged 16 and 47 aged 17, all 
of whom were bachelors and married spinsters, 8 of the brides being aged 16 
and 9 aged 17. The youngest brides were 250 aged 16, of whom 247 married 
bachelors whose ages ranged from 17 to 89, 2 married widowers aged between 
25 and 35 and 1 married a man aged over 45 who had been divorced. (Tables 
14—18B.) 


The oldest men marrying were 5 over 80, of whom one married a spinster — 


and three married widows, the bride in each case being over 60, while one 
married a woman who had been divorced. The oldest women marrying were 
four aged over 75, one being a spinster and three being widows. Three of the 
bridegrooms were widowers and one was a bachelor, and in every case 
the bridegroom was over 65. One bachelor aged 55 married a spinster of 
17. The ages of bridegrooms who had been divorced ranged from 25 to over 


65 and those of brides who had been divorced from 20 to over 65. (Tables

REPORT ON THE WEATHER IN SCOTLAND FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING 31st DECEMBER 1941. 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh. 


Under the heading of ‘‘ Meteorological Notes ’’ a descriptive account of 
the weather is given in the ‘ Quarterly Returns ’’ for 1941 published by 
authority of the Registrar-General, and the notes are accompanied by statis- 
tics for some of the Principal Towns. The present report, for the whole 
year, is of a general character as to the text, and to it are appended tables 
summarizing the Statistics of the various stations. (Pages 139-143.) 


General.—The outstanding features of the year are indicated in the course 
of the report. The most notable were :— 


1. The deficient rainfall in all districts except north-east Scotland. 


2. The severe frosts in J anuary, which, with the exception of J anuary 
1940, was the coldest month since February 1895. 


3. The persistence of winds from between North and East which 
accompanied a prolonged cold spell lasting from January to May. 
4. The very mild and dry September. 


Pressure and Winds.—For the year as a whole barometric pressure was 
0:04 inch above normal. The monthly pressure means were below normal 
in the four months February, May, July and August, and above normal in 
all other months. The greatest departures from normal were in February 
and December, when the mean pressures of 29-514 and 80-043 inches were 
0-358 inch below and 0-272 inch above their respective normals. The de- 
parture from normal amounted to rather more than 0-2 inch also in September 
and October. 

There was an unusual prevalence of easterly or north-easterly winds 
from January to May. Gales were fairly numerous in the first quarter of the 
year, but only those of February 5th and 27th-28th were of marked severity. 
During April and May winds rose to gale force in exposed places on’5 and 3 
days respectively. The spring and summer months were mainly quiet 
without any severe gales. South-westerly to north-westerly winds pre- 
dominated in August and that month was windier than usual. There was 
an excess of winds from the north-easterly quadrant in September and also 
in October. Many gales occurred in the latter month, the most severe being 
those of the 19th-20th and 29th. November, which was characterised by a 
marked excess of winds between north-east and south-east, had gales on 
16 days. Two periods, the 10th-14th and 25th-27th, were particularly 
stormy. In December winds were from a westerly or south-westerly point on 
21 days, or 6 more than in a normal December. Gales occurred on 18 days, 


being specially severe in coastal districts on the 6th-7th, 11th-15th and 
20th—24th. 


Noteworthy Gales.—The first severe gale of 1941 was the southerly gale 
on February 5th, when the wind attained a mean speed of nearly 60 miles 
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per hour, with gusts up to 80 miles per hour, in the Hebrides and Shetland. 
In another heavy gale, also from the south, on February 27th—28th, gusts 
exceeded 70 miles per hour in Edinburgh and off the east coast. No severe 
gales occurred between March and September. The first bad gale of the 
autumn was on October 19th-20th, when winds gusted up to 60 miles per 
hour in the Forth and Clyde areas and rose to 80 miles per hour in exposed 
parts of both the eastern and western seaboards. A northerly gale of still 
greater severity occurred on October 29th. In Shetland a mean hourly 
velocity of 60 miles per hour was registered and gusts exceeded 90 miles per 
hour. A severe south-easterly gale swept the eastern seaboard on November 
10th-11th. Winds attained a mean velocity of 55 to 60 miles per hour in 
Shetland and at the Bell Rock with gusts up to 80 or 85 miles per hour. A 
south-westerly gale on November 25th-26th was no less severe, though in 
this case the greatest violence was experienced in the west where gusts of 
more than 90 miles per hour were registered. In a violent gale on December 
6th—7th a mean hourly velocity of 60 miles per hour was registered in Lewis, 


while the speed in gusts reached or exceeded 90 miles per hour in that area 


and in Shetland. Off the east coast, and even in Edinburgh, gusts exceeded 
70 miles per hour. Winds of gale force persisted in Shétland for more than 
140 hours in November and more than 90 hours in December. 


Temperature.—As in 1940, mean temperature for the country as a whole 
was slightly below normal, the net deficit being 0-5° F. Of the individual 
months, January to May inclusive and August had mean temperatures below 
normal. In the first month of the year the cold was only slightly less intense 
than in January 1940. With that exception, J anuary 1941 was the coldest 
month since February 1895 and the coldest January since 1881. For the 
country as a whole the mean temperature of the month was 7-6° F. below 
normal. February and March were also very cold, their mean temperatures 
being 2-7 and 2-2° F. below their respective normals. The period J anuary 
to March was the coldest first quarter of the vear since 1895. The spring 
months, April and May, were also unusually cold. A marked change 
occurred about the middle of June, and with the exception of August, which 
was cool, mean temperatures exceeded the average in each month from June 
to December. Of the six relatively mild months September was outstanding 
with a mean temperature exceeding the normal by 4:2° F. It was the mildest 
September since 1895 and was actually warmer than August for the first 


time since 1900. December also was very mild, its mean temperature being — 


2:0° F. above normal. The lowest temperature of the year —6° F., was ‘regis- 
tered on January 6th at West Linton; Balmoral recorded a minimum 
temperature of -1° F. on January 8rd. Ground minima of —9°, -10° and 
—11° F. were recorded at West Linton on J anuary 8rd, 4th and 6th respec- 
tively, and Balmoral had a ground minimum of —7° F. on the 8rd. The 
warmest weather occurred in the last 10 days of June and especially on 
June 21st, 22nd and 29th, when shade temperatures rose to 80° F. or above 
in many parts of Scotland. The highest temperatures recorded were 89° F. 


at Glenbranter on the 29th, and 86° at Ruthwell on the 21st and at Inverness 


on the 22nd. 


Rainfall_—Over Scotland as a whole the general rainfall of the year repre- — 


sents 88 per cent. of normal. Apart from 1933, when the percentage was 80, 
it was the driest year since 1902. More than the average occurred in a strip 
along the east coast and more than 110 per cent. of the average over a coastal 
strip of Moray and Banffshire and a small area in north-east Aberdeenshire. 
Large areas in the western Highlands and the southern Uplands had less 


— 
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than 80 per cent. At a few isolated stations in the west less than 70 per cent. 


of the normal was registered. Of the months J anuary was dry over more 


than three-quarters of the country. The greatest deficiency occurred in those 
parts of the Highlands that are usually the wettest, parts of Argyll and 
western Inverness having barely one-tenth of the normal fall. Fort William, 
with a total of 0-34 inch, had its driest January in 58 years’ observations. 
In February much of the precipitation was in the form of snow. Totals were 
well above average over most of Scotland. Only August and October had 


More rain than February. The four months March to June were all dry, 


especially the last named, which for low rainfall nearly equalled June 1940. 
Over the country as a whole there was only 47 per cent. of the normal rainfall. 
An absolute drought persisted from May 28th to June 12th over the greater 


_ part of Scotland. The long continued spell of relatively dry weather in the 





west during the first six months was exceptional; at Fort William the total 
of 15-07 inches was the least for any corresponding period back to 1875. In 
July precipitation was unusually frequent but not, as a rule, heavy. In 
most areas totals were about equal to normal. August, with a general rain- 
fall representing 133 per cent. of normal, was the wettest month of the year. 
In this month more than 150 per cent. of average was received over much 


of the north of Scotland and more than 200 per cent. at Ullapool and near 


the Moray Firth. Nairn’s total of 5-70 inches exceeded that in any previous 
August during the last 75 years. There was, however, a fairly large area 
embracing the Firths of Forth and Tay where rain in August was actually a 
little under the normal. During September rain was deficient in all districts 
and some places recorded 15 days absolute drought in the middle of the 
month. The general fall was 57 per cent. of normal. It was the driest 
September since 1933 and there have been only seven drier Septembers since 
1869. October, with 123 per cent. of its normal rainfall, ranked next to 
August for wetness, the excess over normal being mainly due to the frequency 
of the rain rather than to its intensity. In November, also, there was a very 
large number of wet days, but the general rainfall was only slightly above 
normal. Aberdeen had the largest excess, its total of 5-72 inches being nearly 
double the normal. December had a small rainfall, the general percentage 
of average being 62. Although totals were small, precipitation occurred 
frequently, especially in the west, where some places had rain every day. 


Snow.—In the severe snowstorms of the third week of January parts of 
Sutherland and Caithness were cut off from rail and road communication by 
drifts 15 feet deep. Trains were snowed up and relief gangs themselves 
stranded for days. Food suppiies were dropped from aeroplanes to the 
stranded parties. The snowfalls of February 17th to 21st were heaviest in 
the south, where many villages were isolated by deep drifts and railway and 
road transport disorganised. Marchmont had 26 inches of undrifted snow 
and Edinburgh had 15 inches in three days—the heaviest fall in the capital 
this century. Sutherland and parts of Ross and Caithness again suffered 
severely in the storms of March 26th-27th. All roads were blocked and at 
Tain there was a level fall of from 24 to 3 feet with deep drifts. It was said 
to be the worst storm in the district since 1879-80. A heavy fall for the 
West coast was 9 inches at Oban on the night of March 30th—31st. Wide- 
spread snow showers occurred as late as May 14th and 15th. Snow fell on 
15 days in November and 19 days in December, but none of these falls was 
heavy. 


Thunder.—Thunder was reported on 80 days, 9 fewer than in 1940. 
August had the greatest frequency with 18 thunderstorms. None occurred 
in November and only two in January. 


B, 
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Flooding.—Exceptionally heavy rain fell in the Lothians and Stirlingshire 
on May 23rd, resulting in extensive flooding with much damage to property 
and growing crops. In the North Pentlands the Crosswood Burn changed its 
course and washed away 80 feet of aqueduct belonging to the Edinburgh 
waterworks, A considerable number of sheep were drowned, and practically 
all sheep bridges on the Harperrig area were washed away. On November 
26th Kingairloch had the remarkable fall of 4-92 inches of rain. The down- 
pour caused minor damage to roads through culverts overflowing. 


_ Sunshine.—The year was a dull one generally, the total of bright sunshine 
representing only 92 per cent. of the average. The largest deficiencies were 
in the eastern half of the country. Two stations, Tiree and Onich, had 
slightly more than their respective normal amounts. Compared with average, 
the dullest months were April, September and November. At Aberdeen the 
totals for both April and November were the lowest for these respective 
months in the long record back to 1881. Of the other months J anuary was 
sunny in the north but dull elsewhere, and this was substantially true of 
March also. In February south and west Scotland and scattered places on 
the east coast had good sunshine records. May was mainly fine, especially 
in the west, but there were large areas where sunshine was deficient. June 
was the best month in most districts, but even in that month there was a 
marked lack of sunshine in Orkney, Shetland, around Inverness and in 
south-east Scotland. July had less than its normal sunshine for the sixth 
successive year. Records were mostly poor in August, but reached or slightly 
exceeded average in the east and south. In October there was abundant 
sunshine in the west but totals were below average in the east. In December 
conditions were reversed, the good records being in east Scotland and the 
deficiencies in the west. Tiree had by far the best aggregate for the year with 
1,508 hours sunshine. Next in order were 1,367 hours at Carnoustie, 1,322 
hours at Duntuilm (Skye), 1,283 hours at Arbroath and 1,274 hours at Troon. 


Fog.—Fog occurred rather frequently during the first quarter, being 
reported at one place or other on 29 days in January, 23 in February and 27 
in March. It was also reported on 20 or more days in June, September, 
November and December. In June and September it was mostly of coastal 
type and was fairly persistent along the east coast and in the Clyde area 
between September 17th and 24th. Greenock had fog on 21 days in Novem- 
ber and 11 days in December. 


Aurora.—Aurora was observed on 109 nights. In March it was seen on 
21 nights—the greatest frequency in any month for some years. A very fine 
display on March 1st was seen in all parts of Scotland. Another display of 
unusual brilliance occurred on September 18th. This also was seen all over 
Scotland, in south-west Ireland and in the south of England.

REGISTRATION OF Brrrus, &c. (ScorLanp) AMENDMENT) Act, 1984. 


This Act, which came into force on 1st J anuary 1935, provides that the 

_ Registrar-General may authorise re-registration of the births of persons born 

illegitimate who have been legitimated by the subsequent marriage of their 

parents, and also of persons the original entry of whose birth is affected by 

any matter contained in the Register of Corrected Entries respecting status 
or paternity.

ADOPTED CHILDREN REGISTER. 
ADOPTION oF CHILDREN (Scornanp) Act, 1930. 


This enactment provides for the legal adoption of children in Scotland by 
Order of the Court, and for the registration of such adoptions in an Adopted 
Children Register kept at the General Registry Office, Edinburgh. This 
Register is open for search and extract purposes under the same conditions 
as are the Registers of Births, Deaths and Marriages, and an Extract from 
the Adopted Children Register is evidence of adoption, and also of the date of 
birth of the child if such date is recorded in the relative entry. The Act came 
into operation on 1st October 1930, and the following Table shows the number 
of Adoptions recorded in each year:

REGISTRATION OF STILL-BIRTHS. 


The total number of still-births registered during the year 1941 was 3,698, 
and, with 89,743 live births registered during the same period, these still- 
births are therefore equivalent to a rate of 40 per 1000 total births, live and 
still. This is a slight reduction, 2 per 1000, on the rates found in each of 
the two years which have elapsed since the introduction of still-birth regis- 
tration in Scotland. 3 

The geographical distribution of these live and still-births, together with 
the rates per 1000 total births, are shown in Table $.B. (1). The rates in 
the aggregate of large burghs and of counties exclusive of large burghs 
are 41-9 and 36'8 per 1000 respectively, an urban excess of 14 per cent., which 
was not observed in the figures of the two previous years, when the urban and 
other aggregates were almost identical. The slight reduction in the general 
rate for the country is therefore a non-urban phenomenon. The rates for in- 
dividual Local Authority areas, however, show, as previously, wide variation. 
Thus for large burghs rates of over 50 per 1000 are found in Falkirk (53) and 
Inverness (55) and of 50 in Clydebank and Dumbarton, with higher than 
average rates also in Ayr, Paisley, Coatbridge, Greenock and Dunfermline. 
The lowest rates are recorded in Arbroath (17), Airdrie (27), Aberdeen (82) 
and Perth (83). In counties exclusive of large burghs heavy rates are found 
in Roxburgh, Clackmannan, Banff and Dumfries, the lowest in Bute, Kirk- 
cudbright, Moray, Wigtown and Berwick. As many of these extreme values, 
especially in counties, are based upon a small total number of births, and as 
there is no uniformity year by year in the areas showing these outstanding . 
low or high values, the geographyiof ante-natal deaths based upon the figures. 
for the triennium now available is considered in more detail later in correlation © 
with deaths of live-born infants in the first year of life. The 1941 figures for 
the principal regional agg regates and for large burghs and counties — 
separately in these aggregates are given below. : 

The rates for the Eastern and Western aggregates of the Central industrial 
belt of the country, as in the two previous years’ records, are higher than for | 
the predominantly rural districts of the north or south, the only difference 
from past experience being that the divergence between the industrial and 
rural aggregates is more marked than hitherto. The same type of difference 
is apparent in the separate figures for the burghal and the county aggregates 
- in these regions and, on the basis of the triennial figures, it seems clear that

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the still-birth rate is influenced by factors specially pertaining to urban and 
industrial areas generally. Compared with e.g. the death-rates in the later 
_ part of the first year of life, however, the extent of the divergence is appreci- 
ably less. While in 1941 the large burgh figure for a given region is consis- 
_ tently greater than the corresponding county rate, this is not a constant 
_ finding for the two previous years. 


Still-births and Neo-natal Deaths.— On account of the paucity of 
numbers it is not always possible to estimate any significant geographical 
distribution of ante-and neo- natal deaths from numbers based on the observa- 
tions of a single year, but Table 8.B. (la) shows rates based on the combined 
numbers for the years 1939-1941, the neo-natal deaths being the number of 
_ deaths in each area at ages under one month. The table shows the rates per 
_ thousand total births, live and still, of still-births, of neo-natal deaths and 
of the two combined. For Scotland as a whole it is found that out of every 
thousand children born after the twenty-eighth week of pregnancy 78 died 
before birth or within one month thereafter. It has already been pointed 
out (see page xvii) that the neo-natal mortality represents what has been a 
very constant factor in the past ten years at any rate, and so far the still- 
birth rate in Scotland has moved within comparatively narrow limits. 
_ Similarly this table indicates that local differences in this combined rate are 
_ on the whole rather less than in the case of infantile mortality under one 
_year. Thus while in the same three years the infantile mortality for the large 
_ burghs has been on an average about 29 per cent. higher than in the counties, 
_ the above combined rate is 81 for the large burghs and 74 for the counties. 
_ It is thus only 9 per cent. higher in the large burghs than in the counties, 
the still-birth rate being 5 per cent. higher and the neo-natal rate 15 per cent. 
| higher, whereas for children aged 1 to 11 months the rate per thousand living 
births is 46 per cent. higher in the large burghs than in the counties. In the 
| large burghs the combined rate (still-births and neo-natal deaths) ranged 
from 90 in Paisley, 88 in Inverness and 87 in Coatbridge to 71 in Edinburgh, 
in Kilmarnock and in Perth and 63 in Motherwell and Wishaw. It was 85 
in Glasgow and 86 in Dundee. In the counties it ranged from 85 in Clack- 
mannan, 84 in Lanark and 82 in Midlothian to 55 in Orkney, 54 in Zetland 
and 52 in Bute. In the Divisions the rate was highest in the West Central 
_ (82), followed by 76 in the East Central, 72 in the Southern and 70 in the 
_ Northern. 


Age of Mother and Number of Previous Children.— Vable S.B. (2) 
_ Shows still-births classified according to age of the mother and (in the ease of 
_ legitimate births) according to number of previous children born to the 
-_ mother. Among legitimate births the rates increase progressively with ad- 
_ vancing maternal age from 19 per 1000 at ages under 20 years to 68 among

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those born to mothers over 40 years. This trend is broadly similar to that 
indicated from past experience. Compared with the rates for 1939 and 
1940 the proportion of still-births to total births shows a decline for practically 
every age group. (In age group 20-24 the rate for 1941 is very slightly 
higher than in 1939 and in 1940.) The rate among infants born to unmarried 
women (50 per 1000) is 28 per cent. higher than that for legitimate infants 
(89) and this excessive mortality is found in each individual age group of 
mothers, relatively most so in the younger and least in the older maternal 
age groups. At ages under 20 and at 20-25 years, e.g. the excess amounts 
to 90 and 62 per cent., whereas at 35-40 years and over 40 the illegitimate 
excess falls to 87 and 7 per cent. respectively. 


Certification.— Of the 3,698 still-births registered the cause of death was 
certified in 8,554 cases by a medical practitioner and in 137 cases by a 
certified midwife. In six cases registration followed receipt of a Schedule of 
Result of Precognition by the Procurator-Fiscal and in only one case was it 
necessary for the informant to make the statutory declaration that the child 
was not born alive. The percentages certified by a medical practitioner and by 
a midwife were 96-1 and 3-7 respectively compared with 95-3 and 4:6 in 1940. 

From the distribution of still-births by age and parity as shown in Table 
S.B. (2) rates specific for each factor have been calculated, and from these 
it would appear that both parity and age separately have a definite influence 
on the liability to still-birth, primiparous (first) births generally showing a 
considerably heavier still-birth rate than those of 2-, 38- or 4-pare. With 
further increase in the number of previous children, however, the rate 
becomes somewhat heavier. Table $.B.(B) shows the rates for primipare 
and multipare (irrespective of number of previous children born) for different 
ages of mothers from which it will be observed that multiparee show a lower 
proportion of still-born infants than primipare in every age period, and 
particularly so in the early years of reproductive life. | 

The rate per 1000 total births is 44 in the case of the first child, falls to 26 
for the second child, rises thereafter to 30 for the third child, 56 for the sixth 
child and 66 in the case of the tenth child. There is an obvious similarity 
between these rates and those according to maternal age, and to dissociate 
these from one another rates are shown specific for each factor. Partly on 
account of paucity of numbers the rates do not show a very consistent change 
with increasing numbers of previous children, but when the numbers for 
previous children are amalgamated into groups of three (Table 8.B.(C)), they

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show up to age 35 a steady increase as the number of previous children 


increases after the first, but this correlation is less marked at ages over 35. 


Multiple Births.— In Table §.B. (8) will be found a detailed analysis 
of multiple births in which at least one child was still-born. All statistics 
referring to multiple births published in Tables 1 and 2 of these reports 
include only cases of children born alive. Thus the birth of two 
children, one of whom was still-born, is there counted as a single birth, 
while a case of two living children and one still-birth is counted as a twin 
birth. In an earlier part of this report (see page ix) it was indicated that 1,050 
mothers gave birth to living twin children and 17 to living triplets, but if 
still-born children are included it is found that there were 118 additional 
eases of the births of twins in which 1 child was still-born (the other being 
included as a single birth in Table 1), and 35 in which both were still-born, 
while in addition to the number of triplet births of living children there were 
2 cases in which 2 children were live-born (included as twin births in Table 1) 
and 1 still-born and 1 in which all 8 children were still-born. 

Adding the number of still-births to the live births it is found that the 
total number of children born was 98,441 (89,748 living-born and 3,698 still- 
born), the total number of confinements being 92,205. Of these 1,196 
resulted in a twin birth and 20 in a triplet birth. Out of 2,892 twin children 
born 183 were still-born, a rate of 77 per 1900 twin children, contrasting with 
one of 40 for all children.

Principal Causes of Still-birth.— The detailed list of causes of still-birth, 
shown separately for sex and for age of mother, is given in Table §.B. (4). 
Of the broad groups the largest numbers are in the groups difficult labour and 
foetal defects, which account for 29 and 28 per cent. respectively of the 
total. Causes ill-defined and unknown in the present figures account for 
approximately one-fifth of the total, a notable reduction compared 
with the figures for former years, when roughly one-third of all fetal 
deaths were incorporated in this group. Of cases of difficulties in delivery, 
or injury to the fetus otherwise, the most important individual causes are 
abnormal presentation (nearly one-third), prolapse of cord (one-fifth) and 
prolonged labour, which together form 70 per cent. of the whole group. Of 


foetal defects and anomalies of cord and placenta the most frequently recorded 


are anencephalus and hydrocephalus and torsion of the cord. Antepartum 
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hemorrhages account for 13 per cent. of the total still-births for 1941, and of 
these there is a greater number attributed to accidental hemorrhage than to 
placenta previa, and the remaining 20 per cent. of hemorrhages are from 
other or not stated forms. Toxemias are responsible for a tenth of all still- 
births, the outstanding individual condition, eclampsia or pre-eclampsia, 
accounting for nearly half of the total. One-third of all these toxemias, 
unfortunately, are recorded merely as toxemia without further specification. 
General diseases of the mother are relatively unimportant causes of feetal 
death, 1 in 80 being so attributable. The only important causes specified in 
this group are syphilis, diseases of heart and circulatory system, chronic 
nephritis and diseases of the blood. 

For the principal cause groups the rates per 1000 total births according 
to age of the mother are given in Table 8.B.(E).

In all separate cause groups the rates are decidedly heavier in infants 
born to older than to younger mothers; in all the rate increases progressively 
from the earliest to the later ages, but the extent of the divergence varies. 
In the hemorrhage group, e.g., the rate among the old is four times as heavy 
as in the youngest, and for difficult labour and ill-defined causes the rates in 
the later are three times as high as in the youngest age group. For fetal 
defects and toxeemias the rates for the oldest are about twice as heavy as for 
the youngest mothers. General diseases of mother naturally increase pro- 
gressively, but the rates are small and uncertain.

For all causes there are 27 per cent. more male than female still-births, 
and with the usual live-birth male to female ratio of about 1-05 it is clear that 
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-still-births are relatively more frequent in male foetuses. In the individual 
cause groups the ratios vary widely, the greatest relative male excess being 
- found for general diseases of the mother (an inconstant high ratio), toxeemias 
and difficulties at birth. Congenital defects, on the other hand, show a con- 
sistent excess among females. There seems no relation between age of 
mother and the amount of the excess male mortality, the ratios showing no 
general or material divergence in the different age groups. 


Causes of Still-birth by Parity.— For the cause groups enumerated, the 
following table compares the rates for primipare and multipare.

For all causes quarterly fluctuation is small, the rates in the first two being 
_ rather higher than in the last two quarters, but in individual groups seasonal 
variation is universal. In congenital defects there is a slight winter excess. 
or ill-defined causes the rates decline progressively, but this is probably 
artificial and due to closer scrutiny of such causes and the greater frequency 
of requests for further information.

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Changes in cause of Foetal Death— With only three years’ figures 
available any great changes are not to be expected, but contrasting the 
numbers in 1939 and in 1941 decided changes are seen as follows:—The 
principal difference is in the ill-defined group where the numbers have fallen 
from 1,263 in 1939 to 755 in 1941. Within this group the three causes mainly 
affected are prematurity (286 against 160), asphyxia (841 against 157) and 
unknown (862 against 164). With such a difference occurring when efforts 
were made to improve certification of cause of still-birth, increases in other 
causes are likely to be due to such transfer. These are seen in such causes 
as syphilis (20, 82), diseases of blood (6, 20) and of heart and circulation 
(13, 25) and chronic nephritis (5, 14) in the general disease group, in eclampsia 
(97, 162) in the toxemia group (with a fall in the “‘ toxemia, not stated ’’ 
from 168 to 124); in increases in the foetal anomalies (712, 840), especially 
hydrocephalus and anencephalus, and in the difficult labours. Many of these 
changes can therefore be looked upon rather as essential differences from 
attempts to obtain improved statistics than as actual changes of incidence of 
the conditions specified. 


Relative Importance of Still-births and of Early Infant Deaths.— 
Attention has been drawn in previous Reports to the numerical importance 
of these deaths compared with those from other causes which attract public 
attention. In the following table are shown the average number of deaths 
in 1939-1941 from ante-and post-natal causes and from certain selected 
diseases. The only causes which exceed the ante- and post-natal average of 
7,066 are heart disease, deaths from which are twice as great, malignant 
disease, 17 per cent. greater, and cerebral haemorrhage and allied causes, 
deaths from which are very slightly greater. All the other groups quoted are 
of numerically less importance than this loss of infant life.
